A REPORT FROM OTIS. 

_ [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 34.—The Secre- 
tary of War today made public the re- 
port of Gen. Otis, dated Manila, trans- | 
mitting the reports of his subordinate 
officers on the operations around Ma- 
nila up to April 6. The feature of the 
report is Gen. Otis’s correspondence 
with Aguinaldo, who, the report says, 
warned the United States authorities 
as early as June, 1898, -against the 
landing of their military forces on 
Philippine. soil without first obtaining 
bis consent.

Star Witness for the Prosecution 
Wilts Under Cross-examination,.

HILLSBORO (N. M.,) May 31.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] The Fountain mur- 
der trial was in progress all during 
today, and an evening session was 
held.

That 
was the last heard of him until he Avas 
captured by one of Sheriff Curry’s dep- 
uties beyond White Oaks in Otero 
county, a locality remote from civiliza- 
tion and railways. He was brought 
here under guard and put on the stand 
the Grst thing this morning. He testi- 
fied” unwillingly that he was a guest 
at otie of Oliver Lee’s ranches the day 
that’ Fountain. and . disappeared. 
He reached there about Sundown. Lee 
and Gilliland were absent. They came 
in early the next morning on jaded 
steeds. They and two companions were 
riding two horses double. That night 
and the following night Lee and Gilll- 
land took their bedding and arms and 
slept out of doors, as if expecting a 
surprise. 

Witness had testified at the prelimi- 
nary hearing of McNew, on many ma- 
terial points which he failed to bring 
out in his direct evidence today, and 
the attorney for the prosectition, Mr. 
Childers, endeavored to enlighten him 
by reading from the transcript. 

Judge Fall, for the defense, cross- 
examined the witness and brought out 
some interesting and sensational facts.

HISTORIC POINT GONE. 


Dynamite Destroys Indian Head on 
the Hudson Palisades. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, May 31.—Memorial day 
was signalled by the final destruction 
of one of the most historic points on 
the Palisades of the Hudson, known as 
Indian Head. A blast in which at least 
10,000 pounds of dynamite were used, 
was fired off at the quarries of the 
Carpenter Bros., located at Coytosville 
near Fort Lee. The blast brought down 
about 200,000 tons of earth. It was the 
most successful effort ever made, and 
brought out of the palisades a vast 
amount of earth. 

The blast was made by Lieut. Gaunt. 
From the tunnel two wells were sunk, 
one at a distance of twenty-five feet, 
and the other at a distance of eighty- 
five feet, from the entrance. Into the 
wells the dyniamite was packed. It was 
exploded by means of wires connected 
with a battery at the top of the moun- 
tain. The detonation was scarcely 
heard by the persons near the scene.

ADELAIDE DETCHON DENOUNCES 
BIRDIE’S SLAYER, 


Murderer of Innocents Cheered on 
by the Woman Who Covets the 
Plamage of the Songsters as an 
Ornament for Her Hat.

BOGUS SILVER DOLLARS. 


PACIFIC COAST FLOODED WITH 

DANGEROUS COUNTERFEITS., 

Coins of the Bryan Stamp Made Out 

of Pure Sfiver at a Profit of 


About Forty Cents on Each Dol. 
lar Manufactured, 


[BY DIRBCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
WASHINGTON, May 31.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The attention of Chief 
Wilkie of the govermment secret serv- 
ice was today directed by the Timés 
correspondent to a dispatch from San 
Francisco, saying California and the 
entire coast is being flooded with dan- 
gerous counterfeit silver dollars, Which 
have the true ring and correct wéight. 
“It is hardly fair,”’ said Chief Wilkie, 
“to say the Pacific Coast is flooded 
with counterfeit silver dollars, 
though the cireulation of spurious coin 
in that section is greater than in any 


ether. This is due," he added, “to the 
great abundance of silver on the 
Coast. It is a well-known fact that a 


large number of counterfeiters are mak- 
ing coins from gefiine metal, and it 
is very hard for the inexperienced to 
détect the fraud. The coin has. the 
true ring, and is of correct weight, but 
the design is néver as full as in the 
genuine. The dollar counterfeit madé 
on the Pacific Coast is manufactured 
by what is known as the hot«diée 
process. An impression from a génuine 
dollar if made on a plece of hot steel. 
This is thén tiséd a# a mold for making 
countéffeits, although tle coin may 
have the ¢ofrect weight and the désign 
be apparently correct, the figures are 
never browght in as bold relief as in 
the genuine dollar.” 

Several of thé déllafé made by thé 
hot-die process wéfté shown the Times 
correspondent, and they would easily 
pass for gériuine, except off thé closest 
inspection. When 4éked if steps were 
being takén to apprehend the  of- 
feriders, Wilkie replied: “Of course, éf- 
forts are being made to locate thé 
guilty parties, as is always the ¢éaése 
when a counterfeit makes its appear- 
ance.” : 

Wilkie declared the situation was not 
at all alarming, and that stories of 
wholesale . counterfeiting have been 
freely exaggerated. He stated, how- 
ever, that banks along the Pacific 
Coast received on an average three to 
four spurious dollars a day. This indi- 
cates quite a large circulation, and 
secrét service officials are laboring 
earnestly to apprehend the offenders. 
By using genuine silver the counter- 
feiters aré enabled to make at least # 
cents on each dollar.

PARIS, May 31.—[BY Atlantic Cable.] 
The vicinity of the Palace of Justice 
was almost deserted today when the 
Court of Cassation resumed hearing the 
arguments in the application for a re- 
vision of the Dreyfus trial. Many of 
the public seats in the court were 
empty. 

M. Maneau, the Procurator-General, 
continued his speech which was inter- 
rupted yesterday by the adjournment 
of the court. He contended that Maj. 
Count Esterhazy was the authe: of 
the bordereau, whica has figured so 
prominently in the cass, and not Drey- 
fus. In the course of his remarks. he 
said that whoever was fuilty, some- 
body had comm. ted the crime of trea- 
son. Esterhazy, however, he nointed 
out, having been acquitted of the au- 
thorship of the bordereau, cannot be 
again prosecuted on this ground, even 
if he were a hundred times guilty.- 

Later, M. Maneau said: “What proof 
exists that there has been an act of 
treason, of a nature tending to com- 
promise the security of the state? Are

These déclarations, uttered with im- 
pressive solemnity, had an immense éf- 
fect on the audience. 


In conclusion M. Maneau said: “We 
assert several new facts exist, of such 
& nature as to prove Dreyfus’s inno- 
cénce. Therefore, may it please the 
court to quash the judgment of Decem- 
ber 22, 1894, and send Dreyfus as a de- 
fenidant before euch court-mattial as 
the court may decide.” 

This statement caused applause which 
the president suppressed by ordering 
the court to be cleared. Later the 
court adjourned.

THRILLING ADVENTURE OF FIVE 
FRENCH MISSIONARIES, 


Escaped Perils in the Interior of 
China Only to Hecome Impris- 
oned in Wallis of Ice in British 
North America.

VANCOUVER, May 31.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Bishop Moret and four 
French ptiests were passengers on the 
last steamship from the Orient. 

Passing through the thousand perils 
of a missionary’s life in the wild hill 
lands of the interior of China, they 
were destined to spend the most thrill- 
ing moments of their existence néar 
the Httle hamlet of Banff, on the line 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

Towering over the town is a huge 
glacier, the wonder and admifation of 
world-trotters. Recently the railway 
company imported Alpine guides to as- 
sist the venturesome tourists who in- 
sist upon scaling the slippery ascent. 
It is courting death to make the trip 
unaccompanied by guldes, but Bishop 
Moret and his companions determined 
to go and go alone. They started in 
the eary morning, refusing the offices 
of the experts. — 

They did not return to dinner at the 
Banff Hotel, and at 8 o’clock the guides 
were sent to search for them. All night 
they sounded the hundreds of crevasses 
by the light of torches and returned the 
next morning for food, continuing the 
search all the following day.

AUSTIN (Tex.,) May 31.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] State Health Officer Blunt 
stated today that the would not relax 
in the least the quarantine which he 
established against New Orleans on ac- 
count of the yellow fever case in that 
city. He said an investigation showed 
that the deceased patient had not been 
out of New Orleans for two years, and 
she therefore must have contracted the 
disease there. 

The quarantine is a serious financial 
blow to the Southern Pacific Company, 
as it is probable that Texas will keep 
up her quarantine against New Orleans 
until cold weather sets in next fall. 

Unless there is a spread of the epi- 
demic, Dr. Blunt will permit through 
freight to and from New York and 
San Francisco to pass through Texas 
via the Southern Pacific in sealed cars. 
No special permits will be issued to 
any one to enter Texas from New Or- 
leans. 

MISS GRILLO’S DEATH.

Official Abstract of the 
sion’s Report.

WASHINGTON, May 31.—The State 
Department today made public an offi- 
cial abstract of the report of the Nica- 
raguan Canal Commission, as _ pre- 
sented by Admiral Walker, the head 
of the commission.

Little Else Than the Fight Talked 

| * Of—Bets Made on All Sides—Each 

Gonfident He’ll Win—Both in 
First-class Condition,

NEW YORK, May 31.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] As the date of the ring con- 
dest between Jim Jeffries and Bob 
Fitzsimmons draws near, interest in 
the event grows apace. The training 
quarters of the Californian at Asbury 
Park, and the workshop of the Corn- 
ishman at Bath Beach are daily be- 
sieged by throngs of interested sports, 
and at night but little else than fight 
is talked of in the leading hotels and 
cafés. Both have hosts of admirers, 
and bets on the result are being made 
on all sides, 

Both men have been seen by scores of 
sports and the opinion that the Cali- 
fornian is going to have the advantage 
in condition is nearly general. He has 
worked harder and more carefully 
than his opponent, and he is rounding 
into superb shape. Fitzsimmons is 
training earnestly enough, but he has 
not worked as well as his opponent. 

Opinions as to the outcome are va- 
ried, and as a matter of fact, it is 
rather hard to get in line on the men. 
It is conceded that on form, Fitzsim- 
mons should win readily, but admirers 
of Jeffries urge that the Cornishman 
has been out of the ring too long to re- 
gain his speed, and that he is 36 years 
old. They also urge that Jeffries has 
improved with every battle, and is now 
far better than he ever was before. 
They also point to his physical advan- 
tages, and assert that while not as 
shifty, he is almost equally as quick, 
and can hit just as hard. Some of the 
arguments sound plausible enough, but 
it is going to take the fight itself to 
answer most of them. 

Supreme confidence reigns in both 
camps. Fitzsimmons plays with his 
children, sings tenor ballads, and 
j counts the money he figures is coming 
to him, which is his chief concern. 
Jeffries is calm and steady as a vete- 
ran, and while he says but little, he 
is very positive that he will win. 
Billy Delaney is also very certain 
about the result. He may e6ecretly 
contemplate being forced to carry his 
protégé from the ring a beaten man, 
but he does not talk about it. With 
him victory is oniy a detail he is so 
positive about it. There is an occa- 
sional bet at 2 to 1, but prevailing odds 
are 8 to 5, with prospect of them get- 
ting shorter.

MEN OF BUTTE. 


DALY, CLARK AND THE COPPER 
TRUST. 
The Battle,of the Giants—Encroach- 
ments of the Great Combine 
With the Standard Oil Company. 


The Fierce Feud Between Daly |, 


and United States Senator Clark. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.} 
BUTTD (Mont.,) May 26.—Although 
the press. of this city, for prudential 
reasons, avoids all reference to the 
Subject, it must be admitted by all 
who are conversant with the situation, 
that there is a strong feeling of uneasi- 
ness in the minds of many of the peo- 
ple of Butte in regard to the big cop- 
per trust which was recently formed 
under the laws of the State of New 
Jersey, with a capital of $75,000,000. 
The storm center of the trust is un- 
doubtedly right here in Butte. Sev- 
eral of the largest properties have been 
bbled up and plans are being rapidly 
formulated for the acquiring of other 
arge interests here; plans which will 
surely be consummated. Hence the 
strong feeling of uncertainty for which 
there is good grounds. In a few weeks 
Butte will be at the mercy of the 
largest and most grasping corporation 
in America—the Standard Oil Company. 
That is why the people of Butte are 
wondering where they are at. 
moth interests heretofore held by small 
companies or private individuals are 
ow in the control of one man, and 
hat man*Marcus P. Daly, the avowed 
nemy of W. A. Clark, and through 
m of Butte, who has been elected 
resident of the Amalgamated Copper 
ompany. He is not the despot and 
tyrant that his enemies have per- 
sistently pictured him, but he possesses 
such extraordinary power under the 
new arrangement that even his friends 
ear him. Wall street may press the 
uttepg one of these fine days and Mar- 
cus Daly may shut down the entire 
properties of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. A month later and real estate 
in Butte will go begging in vain for 
purchasers, and Marcus Daly will 
have fulfilled the threat he made at 
the beginning of his feud with W. A. 
Clark; he will make “grass grow in 
the streets of Butte.” But of course 
the demand for copper at the present 
time preoludes the possibility of such 
a thing. But for how long? It is the 
uncertainty of the whole thing which 
causes the feeling of uneasiness. 
And while that feeling of uncer- 
tainty as to the future continues, Butte 
_—— and especially those who fought 

im politically, have good cause to be 
apprehensive as to the future, which, 
until the formation of the combine, was 
so bright. Butte has been remarkably 
free from labor troubles of any kind, 
and labor here is well paid and well or- 

zed; but there is a feeling pre- 
dominating these days that some time 
in the future the pleasant relations 
now existing between labor and capital 
will be rudely disturbed, and then the 
trouble will begin, and trouble whieh 
will end in untold misery and with- 
out doubt in bloodshed. For the labor 
unions of Butte will beyond question 
fight to the last ditch with perhaps 
the same determination and resolv? as 
their brothers in the Coeur d’Alenes. 
Miners now receive $3.50 per day, for a 
shift of elght hours, and richly jo they 
earn it. At the present time, with 
copper reaching the 20 cent ‘nark, the 
companies can make very large profits 
and pay good wages; but when copper 
drops, 'f it ever does, other thines will 
drop too—that is, it is not likely that 
the Standard. Oil Company will, con- 
tinue to pay $3.50 per day whén’ they 
can import men who will be glad to 
work for $1 per day, or even less. Then 
will come the struggle between labor 
and capital. 

The properties included in the gréat 
trust are the Anaconda, Washoe, Par- 
rot and Colerado. The Boston and 
Montana and the Butte and Boston 
will go into the second section of the 
trust, but United States Senator W. A. 
Clark and F, August Heinze cannot eb 
induced by any consideration to enter 
the copper combine, Clark’s holdings 
in Butte in the way of copper proper- 
ties are not so very extensive, but with 
his immense copper properties in Ari- 
gona which yield him a fabulous an- 
nual income he could and undoubtedly 
will block the plans of ahy trust, when- 
éver he feels so disposed. Clark is a 
man who succeeds in whatever he at- 
tempts sooner or later; he sometimes 
has to play a waiting game, but he al- 
ways gets there. Overtures were also 
made to Heinze, but he valued his 
Butte property as $20,000,000, while it 
probably cost him about $700,000. He 
was offered $4,000,000 and spurned the 
offer. By having Heinze in the deal, 
a large amount of costly litigation be- 
tween the Montana Ore Purchasing 


. Company (F. August Heinze) and the 


Boston and Montana could be quickly 
disposed of. Damage suits aggregat- 
ing many millions of dollars for al- 
leged trespass and unlawful extraction 
of ores from sdOme one or other of the 
mines are now pending in the courts 


and it will be years before they are 
settled. But Heinze is one of the 
shrewdest operators in the West. He 


refused to enter the combine because | 
e failed to get what he wanted. He 
was after revenge, and unmistakably 
e got it. He would have accepted 
he sum offered had he been assured 
he would be placed in charge of the 
amalgamated properties, the position 
Marcus Daly now holds. That would 
have given him the opportunity to get 
even with the Boston and Montana. 
The story of the litigation between the 
two companies is a most interesting 
one. It was originally started by a 
man named C. 8S. Batterman, Batter- 
man was a civil engineer and surveyor 
for Heinze at a fat salary. Heinze was 
working a mine adjoining one of the 
Boston and Montana prdéperties. 
The latter company suspected 
that much, very much, of the 
rich ore from Helinze’s property 
came from their ground; but they 
were unable to get any substantial 
proof of the fact. In order to do so 
they offered Betterman a very large 
gairy to enter their employ, and he ac- 
cepted. He possessed maps of all the 
underground workings of the Heinze | 
properties, which were what the Bos- 
ton and Montana were after. Oblig- 
ingly he turned these over to his new 
masters, The rest was easy, and law 
euit followed lawsuit until the calen- 
dar of both the District and United 
States courts were burdened with 


em. 
_ it is claimed that Heinze is 
scheming to be elected to the United 
States Senate to succeed the Hon. T. 
H. Carter. To accomplish this, Mr. 
Heinze proposes to become a bona fide 
resident of Helena. The Helena people 
have offered him a bonus to remove 
his smelter to that city, and Heinze Is 
He is a 
shrewd ‘politician, and a fighter from 
away back. He will make no move 
without he sees beyond a doubt. the 
material benefit it will be to him.

parts of the globe. It would be better 
to make haste slowly, for nothing is 
really assured yet. It is supposition 
for the most part; and when there is 
a demand for more men the outside 
world will know it; now there is a man 
for every job; mostly two. 


There is believed to be sufficient ore 
in the mines of Butte to insure a con- 
tinuous output for fifty years at least; 
but each year it is becoming lower 
grade. Butte is essentially a copper 
camp now. Its great silver mines are 
practically unworked. If ever silver 
should reach par again, the average 
imagination cannot predict what Butte 
would become. On silver alone she 
made her standing as a mineral-pro- 
ducer, and with copper interests ded 
there is no telling where she would 
stop. In its twenty years of life as a 
copper camp it hag produced $300,000,- 

worth of copper alone. And it 
nearly all came out of a very small 
belt not more than a mile long and a 
few hundred feet in width. 


Just now real estate values are. most 
uncertain, there being no movement 
whatever. Many are so uncertain as 


are trying toa sell, but are utterly un- 
able to do so. Building operations are 
at a dead standstill; in many cases 
where contracts have been let, in some 
cases building commenced, orders have 
been countermanded for the present. 

The department store is one phase of 
the trust question; it being the order 
to employés to buy all their supplies 
there; compulsory and strictly obeyed 
or instant discharge follows; men or 
their wives who are known to pur-~ 
chase even 10 cents’ worth of supplies 
from any other store, are dischar 
at once. And spies, it is claimed, are 
always on the lookout for delinquents, 
Everything from silks to meats are 
carried, so there is no excuse for go- 
ing elsewhere. Another evil effect is 
that all the smal] dealers are being 
gradually frozen out. Many a man 
owes his ruin to the department store. 
On what their employés alone are 
forced to buy there the store can e 
a big profit annually. 

Another serious result of the trust, of 
the great concentration of power, is its 
possibilities in a political way: a man 
who desires office, no matter how un- 
worthy he may be, if backed by the 
trust, will simply have a walk-over. 
Even now the politicians are making 
their new plans along that line. And 
im ble as some of them may ap- 
pear to an outsider, that they will ma- 
terialize later on, is certain. Hence 
there is a great uneasiness also among 
politicians, who for once do not know 
‘where they are at.”” They will soon 
find that they are “at” Daly’s feet, or 
more strictly speaking, in his power 
in every way. And perhaps old scores 
will not be paid and old grudges grati- 
fied. Any one who knows Daly knows 
that he is a good hater and possesses 
a remarkable memory. No Tammany 
boss ever wielded the influence that 
Daly possesses now. He has 5000 men 
employed in his mines and smelters, 
and many thousands throughout’ the 
State, not only on mining interests. but 
in his hundred of different projects. 
And now, as president of the copper 
trust, his sway will be absolute; so 
Czar of all the Russias cannot 

more 80. | 

And another phase is added to the 
long standing fight between W. A. 
Clark and Marcus Daly, and it may 
be far-reaching in its results. Daly 
fought with all his influence and 
money against the election of Clark 
to the United States Senate, and only 
himself and his henchmen know what 
it cost him. When Clark was elected 
in spite of him, the knowing ones pre- 
dicted that the end was not yet in 
sight. And when the news of Daly’s 
election as president of the combine was 
flashed over the wire it was realized at 
once that it was a new and serious 
move in Daly’s fight against Clark. 
Charges of bribery are now pending, at 
the instigation of Daly, it is said, and it 
is believed if Daly can accomplish it 
the contest will be carried to the Sen- 
ate chamber at Washington. Daly, 
| through his association now with 
Standard Oil Company, is in a position 
to make a warm fight against Clark be- 
ing.seated. All of which he undoubtedly 
knew when he accepted the presidency 
of the trust. His enemies claim that the 
very day Clark was elected Daly com- 
menced operations looking to the for- 
mation of the combine, with himself as 
president; that all his time since then 
has been spent in the furtherance of 
that plan. He knew that in the event 
of his success that all the vast and 
powerful machinery of the Standard Oil 
Company would be at his disposal to 
use as he liked; and he will, it is said, 
call it to his aid in the effort to prevent 
Clark taking his seat in the Senate.

THE CITY OF MANILA, 


Driving on the Luneta to the Music 
of a Spanish Band, 


[Rosalie Kaufman in St. Nicholas: ] 
In the sixteenth century, during a bat- 
tle with one of the Philippine tribes Ma- 
pollen. the great Spanish explorer, was 

lled. He discovered the island and 
tried to land, but was prevented by 
the Indians. A few years later Le- 
gaspl, a Spaniard, was more fortunate, 
and, with half a dozen monks, landed 
on the Island of este and founded the 
city of Manila anila is built on both 
sides of the Pasig River, which is 
spanned by massive stone bridges. In 
the old town, or Manila proper, there 
are some fine public buildings, but no 
shops; consequently there is a con- 
stant stream of people and vehicles over 
the bridges to and from Binondo. 
where all the business is carried on. 
In this quarter there are rows of shops, 
kept for the most part by Chinese, 
though some are owned by Europeans 
and Americans, They are low-framed 
structures, with heavy awnings to the 
edge of the sidewalks as a protection 
against the sun; and they are so small. 
that one has to stay outside, and goods 
are shown over the counter, which ex- 
tends across the doorway. Anmiong the 
eed classes in the islands an entire 

amily will live in a hut containing 
just one room. furniture con- 
sists of a mat and a mosquito netting. 

But the wealthy people have attrac- 
tive homes. Many of these are on the 

anks of the river, and all have gardens 

lied with luxuriant vines, ornamental 
trees and gorgeous flowers. These 
gardens extend to the water, where 
there are landing places for small boats. 
The housés are raised several feet 
from the ground, on thick blocks of 
stone or wood, which makes them 
cooler and at the same time drier, 
especially where the soil is marshy. 
They have no glass windows, because 
the light would be too glaring, but slid- 
ing frames with thin shell panes temper 
the light and admit plenty of fresh air. 
One is struck by the odor and cleanli- 
ness of these houses. Even the floors 
shine like mirrors, for they are rubbed 
twice a day with plantain leaves. These 
are the dwellings of the mestizos, who 
are part Chinese and part Spanish. 

One of the favorite amusements of 
the people is driving on the Calsada 
(Luneta.) During the day this fash- 
jonable promenade is deserted, because 
the heat is so intense that only work- 
ing people ever venture out between 8 
o’clock in the morning and 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon. But in the evening al! 
is gaiety ad fun on the Calsada, where 
a fine band of Spanish musicians used 
to play as the carriages, horsemen and 
pedestrians moved along, nodding and 
chatting, and frequently halting to 
listen to the music. Sometimes 
ladies stroll about wearing gaudy 
eolors and rich jewels. Their thick 
black hair hangs loose, and is made 
glossy by being smeared with cocoanut 
oil. On their heads are jeweled combs 
and artificial flowers. Suddenly, when 
the frolic is at its height, and just as 
the sun disappears behind the hills, 
the city church bells ring, and pro- 
found silence ensues. It . time for 
vespers. The men take off their hats: 
everybody kneels or bows in a devo- 
tianal attitude and prays. The bells 
ring again, the music starts up, the pro. 
cession continues, and the gaiety in- 
creases.

VI.—THE ITALIAN REPUBLICS. 
(Concluded. ) 
BY JOHN EBENEZER BRYANT, M.A. 


It is with Florence that the greater 
glories of the Italian republics are prin- 
cipally associated. Pisa had a noble 
career and her history reads like an 
epic poem. But tragedy was her fate 
from the beginning. And though for a 
while she rivaled Genoa in her power 
upon the sea, and was earlier even than 
Florence in using art as an ennoble- 
ment of wealth, she could not resist 
her destiny. Florence was jealous of 
her, and in her‘hour of fate raised no 
hand for her succor. In the bitter but 
inevitable struggle between her and 
Genoa she succumbed. It was the na- 
val battle of Meloria (1284) that decided 
her fate. Five thousand Pisans per- 
ished in that struggle, and 11,000 more 
were taken prisoners. “To see Pisa 
one must go to Genoa,” became a com- 


mon proverb. As usual in all Italian 
misfortunes, treachery,

And if Raphael (1483-1520) were 

not a Florentine or even a Tuscan he | 
was born on the borders of Tuscany,. 
and it was at Florence that he spent) 
the most impressionable years of his 

life, and, having become fired by the 

achievements of Da Vinci and Michel- 

angelo, developed those powers that 

showed that he, too, was of the world’s | 
great ones. 

Scholarship and genius, poetry and 
art were after all only the efflorescence 
of Florentine life. Yet the real life of 
Florence, though of humbler fame, was 
scarcely a less remarkable manifesta- 
tion. Florence early became, and dur- 
ing all the years vf her vigor remained, 
the chief center of the commercial ac- 
tivity of Italy. Genoa and Venice were 
trading cities. Florence was a trading 
city and much beside. By reason of 
the comparative freedom from oppres- 
sion which the territory enjoyed over

faction had their part in this stupen- 
dous disaster. Pisa was strongly Ghi- 
belline. Ugolino, one of the command- 
ers at Meloria, was a Guelph. When 
the battle was in the height of its fury 
Ugolino drew off his galleys and has- 
tened home to Pisa to provoke a rising 
against the Ghibellines and get himSelf 
appointed governor. He has had his 
reward. Dante, in a passage which, as 
Landor says, includes ‘thirty lines un- 
equaled by any other 
whole dominions of poetry,” has en- 
ehrinéd his crime in a well-deserved 
immortality of retribution. 

Pisa lingered on for almost a cen- 
tury and a quarter longer. Florence, 
wanting an access to the sea, desired 
to enroll Pisa in her list°@f subject 
towns. She, indeed, would have made 
terms with the Pisans, terfs for those 
days marvelously humane and consid- 
erate. But the Pisans were of a spirit 
indomitable. For a year they with- 
stood the Filoreniines in siege—a siege 
that ruined their commerce, destroyed 
their manufactures and brought them 
to the very verge of starvation. Again 
treachery and baseness played _ their 
part. The gates of Pisa were opened 
by one of the Pisans themselves—for 
a bribe of 50,000 florins and a courtship! 
The Florentines brought bread and 
meat and wine, and would have treated 
their captives kifdly. But to the Pisans 
liberty was more than friendship— 
more, indeed, than life. All who could 
left the city of their birth never to re- 
turn again. This was in 1406. 

, Under the rule of Florence Pisa once 
again rose in vitality and power. Espe- 
cially did she become famous for her 
university, a seat of learning that Lo- 
renzo the Magnificent of Florence en- 
dowed so richly that even the Floren- 
tines went there to be educated. But 
when she attempted to regain her free- 
dom the old story was repeated, almost 
in every detail—siege, resistance, ruin, 
famine, capitulation, attempts at con- 
ciliation on Florence’s part, haughty 
disdain on the part of Pisa. And, as 
before, those of her sons who were not 
slain in battle went into voluntary ex- 
ile. But this time the end had really 
come. After the capitulation of 1509 
Pisa never rose again. 


Florence to her high-spirited but un- 
fortunate neighbor disposes one to 
overlook in her history much that oth- 
erwise one should condemn—it was so 
utterly unlike the spirit that generally 
ruled in Italy, so utterly unlike the 
spirit with which Florence herself was 
treated at the hands of her enemies. 
In 1256, when the legate Philip, who 
was also archbishop of Ravenna, en- 
tered Padua, ostensibly as its deliverer, 
he allowed his soldiers a seven days’ 
carnival of cruelty and plunder in the 
city they were supposed to he proteéct- 
ing. When in 1447 Sforza, the lord of 
Milan. took Placenza, then the second 
city in Lombardy, he pillaged it with 
such inhuman barbarity that it never 
afterward rose again. When in 1512 
Ramon, viceroy of the Siciles, was 
making war upon Florence, he hesieged 
Prato, then garrisoned by the Floren- 
tines, took it and sacked it for twenty- 
one days. Thousands were put to the 
sword, and the streets and churches 
were full of corpses, not of soldiers, 
but of civilians. 

But Florence had many.claims to the 
consideration of future ages other than 
those ocasional manifestations of chiv- 
alrous humanity that we have men- 
tioned. The Florentines exhibited in 
thei history not merely the highest hu- 
manity of the Italian people, but the 
highest intelligence. the highest appre- 
ciation of intellectual effort in others, 
the most earnest and deep-seated sen- 
timents in favor of liberty, the widest 
range of artistic and mechanical facul- 
ties, the sanest, the shrewdest, the most 
original capacities for trade and. com- 
merce. 
excellence only do the Florentines seem 
to have been deficient—the power of 
appreciating and developing moral 
worth as a possession of the human 
heart. But even in this they were 
immeasurably superior to almost every 
other Italian people. 

The intellectual activities of the Flor- 
entines, not considering for the moment 
commerce or manufacture. were mani- 
fested in poetry, belles lettres, history, 
jurisprudence, abstract speculation, 
erudite scholarship, painting, sculpture 
and architecture. In almost every one 
of these departments of intellectual ef- 
fort. they have_ left masterpieces of 
other evidences of attainment for all 
subsequent ages.

The 
red cloths of Florence were the richest | 
fabrics that the world then 
Then they imported fine wools for 
them res—from northern Africa, 
Spain, Portugal and England—and soon 
the woolen cloths of their own manu- 
facture were superior to those they had 
been importing. Later on they learned 
how to spin gold and silver, and their 
silver-and gold brocades soon were 
known to be rich and beautiful beyond 
all rivalry. Finally, they learned silk 
weaving, and their silk manufactures 
outshone their wool manufactures. And 
all this, it must be remembered, was 
in an age when northern Europe was 
still but slowly emerging out of bar- 
barism, when the Teutonic races of 
the world, now so predominant in trade, 
intechnic arts and in culture, were still 
little other than tillers of the soil or 
feeders of flocks and herds, or fighters. 

And yet that which—apart from their 
genius for poetry, scholarship and art— 
more than all else distinguished the 
civilization of the Florentines is still 
to be mentioned. In trade they were 
but the rivals of the Genoese and the 
Venetians. In manufactures, -though 
superior to every other comrpynity in 
the world, they nevertheless had rivals 
of some soft or other, among the Duteh, 
the Flemings, the Germans, the French 
and the English—also among the 
Moors and Saracens; also among the 
Asiatics of the Far East. But in their 
genius for finance the Florentines had 
no rivals. Thew became the bankers of 
the trading world. Their counting 
houses were found in every city of Eu- 
rope, and even in Asia and Africa. A 


part of their success in financial mat- 4 


ters arose from the, fact that they 
early became the bankers of the popes. 
Herein, perhaps, is one explanation 
why they were in the main always so 
strongly Guelph, always so strongly an- 
ti-imperial and pro-papal, in the great 
conflicts of those times. But whether 
this be so or not, the fact remains that 
despite their civic turmoils and their 
broils with other states, their revolu- 
tions within and their attacks from 
without, the pecuniary fortunes of the 
Florentines were constantly prosperous.

GREATEST ENGINE ON EARTH. 


New Routing of Street Cars—Re- 
dondo Time Card—Notes. 

Beginning today the Los Angeles 
Railway Company will route their cars 
on some lines differently from the past. 
The Washington-street line will rup 
on Washington, Flower, Tenth, Broad- 
way, Fourth and Spring to Second 
The University line will run on 
McClintock avenue, Thirty-second, 
Hoover, Twenty-third, Estrella, Wash- 
ington, Figueroa, Ninth, Spring, Main, 
Bellevue avenue, Buena Vista, Pasa- 
dena avenue and Daly streets, on the 
through cars, but some cars will stop 
at the Plaza. 

The Pico Heights line will run on 
Pico, Figueroa, Sixth, Olive, Fifth and 
Spring streets, to Temple Block. 

For a long time engine No. 999 of 
the Empire State Express was the 
greatest locomotive on earth. But No, 
221 on the Boston and Albany road 
took the palm away from the ol]d one, 
She was never equaled in the run from 
Boston ta Springfield, seventy _ miles, 
until the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy Railroad got the monster, No.

and of the other 7 feet and %4 of an 
inch: No. 221 hauls a train weighing 
310 tons. and the Burlington's 
pulls one wtigting 371 tons; the com- 
pound cylinders of the one are 22x34 
inches, and of the other 23x26 inches; 
No. 221 carries eight tans of coal and 
4500 gallons of water: the other takes 
twelve tons of coal and 5000 gallons of 
water; bothengines have the same steam 
pressure of 200 pounds to the square 
inch. On its first trip with the Denver 
fiyer No. 1591 pulled a solid vestibule 
train of two mail cars, one composite 
library and smoking car, two sleeping 
cars, a dining car and two reclining 
chair cars—a load sixty-one tons in ex- 
cess of that drawn by the eastern en- 
gine.

CHINAMEN HELD UP. 


' THRIFTY POLICEMAN PAYS THEM 


REGULAR VISITS. 


Laundrymen Tell of Demands and 
Collections Made by the Wearer 
of Star 47, a Mounted Officer. 
Undershirt Confiscated. 


If the story told yesterday by a num- 
ber of Chinamen is to be accepted as 
true, at least one of the city’s police- 
men has been “doing the best he 
could” to maintain himself in comfort 
at the expense of the Mongolians. Ac- 
cording to the Chinamen, the mounted 
policeman who wears star 47, and who 
is described as a Spaniard, and who 
told one of the men that he lives on 
Boyle Heights, has been making a 
systematic tour of the Chinese laun- 
dries for the past few weeks, levying 
toll upon them under the threat of ar- 
rest for violating the laundry-closing 
ordinance. The laundries visited by a 
reporter yesterday covered a consider- 
able territory, and everywhere it was 
found that the laundrymen knew of 
the work of the poaliceman, though 
some of them said they had not been 
visited. In most cases the Chinamen 
told a straightforward story, though 
in other cases it seemed evident that 
the Chinamen were intimidated and 
were disposed to shield the policeman, 
for fear. he might levy heavier toll 
upon them next time. 

The Chinamen were led to tell of 
their troubles through the arrest of 
one of the men working for Hop Lee, 
at No. 21 Winston street. Hop Lee 
explaihed the circumstances leading up 
to the arrest yesterday in badly broken 
English. In substance the story was 
that on Monday, May 22, an officer 
wearing star numbered 47 came to his 
plac@and accused him of violating the 
ordinance requiring the laundries. to 
close at 9:30 o’clock. He told Hop Lee 
that unless he gave the officer some 
money he would arrest one of the men. 
Hop Lee then said that he had no 
money, but when the officer persisted, 
he sent one of the men out to borrow 
some money to pay the policeman, and 
all he could get was 25 cents. The 
policeman took this money and left. 
Last Monday evening he appeared 
again, and made another demand for 
money. This time Hop Lee refused. 
One of the men was arrested and 
taken to paqlice headquarters. He was 
tried yesterday and was acquitted. 

At Wong's laundry, No.*536 Los An- 


_ Beles street, the Chinamen said that 


the policeman had been there several 
ges making demands upon them, and 
hat last week, Monday, they paid 
him $2. The policeman was described 
as a short man who rides a horse. , 
Hong Yeck of No. 214 East Seventh 
street told an interesting story in his 
peculiar way. He said that the police- 
man had come to him several times 
and demanded money, which had never 
been paid. The officer kept his star 
out of sight, but on one occasion the 
Chinaman asked him where he lived, 
and he replied that he lived on Boyle 
Heights. He rode a horse, and woulfl 
come up suddenly just before 10 o’clock. 
At that hour the men would be bath- 
ing, ready for going to bed, and the 
officer would insist that they were 
washing clothes. At one time he ecar- 
ried his threats of arrest further than 
usual, taking one of the men as far 
as the street corner, where, after con- 
siderable parleying, he was released. 
At another time the policeman is re- 
ported to have said that if the China- 
man could not pay him money, cloth- 
ing would answer, and he took an un- 
dershirt from one of the bundles 
clothing and carried it away with him. 
en asked if he would be willing to 
tell the same thing in court, he 
bristled up and declared that he was 
not afraid to tell the story anywhere. 
At Duck Sing’s laundry it was 
stated that the officer had been there 
several times, and made threats of ar- 


, moat, but that he had been paid no 


aney. 
At\a number of other places state-

ments confirmatory of the reports of 
the blackmailing of the Chinamen 
were made, but they lacked the tangible 
features of the above. 

The statements made by the various 
Chinamen all point to ane member of 
the police force. The wearer of star 
No. 47 is Alfredo Arguello, a Spaniard 
on the mounted police force, who lives 
on Boyle Heights. The statements, 
made by several Chinamen inde- 
pendently of one another, as to the per- 
sonal appearance of the man, his na- 
tionality, his number, and the place 
of his residence can fit no other mem- 
ber of the force. 

Arguello has been on the police force 
of Los Angeles since July, 1893. He is 
the same officer who, a few weeks ago, 
said he was held up by a negro. 

This is not the first time accusations 
of irregularities have been made 
against Officer Arguello, as he has 
had occasion to appear before the Po- 
lice Commission on at least one oc- 
casion. Something like two years ago 
he was summoned to appear on the 
carpet on the charge of leaving his 
beat, and the testimony of detectives 
showed that when assigned to his 
watch in the evening he was in the 
habit of riding to his home and remain- 
ing until about time for him to re- 
port at police headquarters. For this 
offense he was suspended for a term 
from the service. 


Weekly Crop Bulletin. 


The weather continues unseasonably 
cool, with cloudy nights and morn- 
ings and occasional fogs. Cool 
weather and frost retarded the growth 
of crops in the northern sections, while 
in others, crops were benefited by the 
weather, especially fruit trees and 
vines. Early-planted beans are not 
looking well on account of the cool 
weather; haying is about finished and 
baling has begun; wheat and barley 
left for grain are filling out: vines are 
setting better than last season and if 
cultivated will make a good crop. 
Fruit trees in localities are showing 
the effects of the drought; orange trees 
are in good condition at present, and as 
the young fruit is setting, which is the 
critical period, a searcity of water will 
cause them to drop. Water continues 
to hold out will in some places, in 
others it is scarce, and some @pprehen- 
sion is felt for the safety of the fruit 
crop.

PHOENIX THINKS IT IS IN 
GRASP OF THE TRUSTS. 


Evening Herald Sold and Guessing 
Being Indulged in Regarding 
the Purchaser—Coast Excursion 
- Season Opened. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) May 29.—[Regular 
Corresperdence.] The Evening Herold 
has a last been sold. The ostensible 
purchaser is Dr. George H. Keefer, a 
local druggist and a man of some capi- 
tal. There were many would-be pur- 
chasers. One of them was M. H. Sher- 
man of Los Angeles, for whom the 
editor was to have been J. O. Dunbar, 
long identified with the Morning Ga- 
zette. Another was J. F. Wilson, dele- 
gate to Congress from Arizona, 
who would have changed the 
paper from its stalwart -Republieanism 
to the strongest kind of free-silver 
Democracy, with T. E. Farish on the 
tripod. The Herald has announced 
that Dr. Keefer has purchased a con- 
trolling interest, but that the manage- 
ment will continue for the time being, 
in the hands 6f yy. A. Morford, bills 
and accounts with the original manage- 
ment to be settled “by Mr. Morford. 
There is little doubt that Dr. Keefer 
has a present interest in the plant. For 
a year he has been a creditor of the 
Herald to the amount of about $2700. 
That some money has changed hands 
is evident from the fact that debts of 
the paper aggregating nearly $7000 
have been paid the past few days, and 
the -suits against it in the District 
Court have been dismissed. There is a 
definite idea abroad, however, and one 
seemingly well grounded, that the 
trade passes the Herald into the owner- 
ship of President Frank M. Murphy of 
the Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix 
Railway, and E. B. Gage, president of 
the Phoenix National Bank and presi- 
dent of the Congress Gold Mining 
Company. This would mean the man- 
agement of C. C. Randolph, proprietor 
of the Morning Republican, and would 
virtually turn the Herald into the 
evening edition of the Republican. It 
is as though the prevalent epidemic of 
trusts had invaded the village of Phoe- 
nix, for the Republican and Herald 
own the only telegraphic franchises in 
town. All this has not yet been made 
public, but there seems little doubt a 
knowing printer was right when he ob- 
served: ‘You'll see, it won’t be long 
before all the linotypes in town are all 
in one row in an Adams-street’ print 
shop.” - 

The railroads have opened their reg- 
ular summer excursion business to the 
coast, the excursions to start from 
Phoenix every Thursday, and to con- 
tinue till August 24. The rate is $25.95 
for the round trip, with a sixty-day 
limit. Stop-overs are allowed any- 
where in Southern California. The 
Santa Fé tickets read to San Diego, via 
Los Angeles, and the Southern Pacific 
transports to Santa Barbara on the 
same terms. 

The Santa Fé Railway has placed a 
corps of surveyors at work running the 
lines of the proposed extension of the 
road to Ingleside, and the falls of the 
Arizona and water power canals. The 
company already has located a line to 
Tempe and Mesa City, with the ulti- 
mate object of giving the Santa Fé sys-. 
tem a portion of the business of. the 
copper camp of Globe. This line it is 
now proposed to curve, so as to take in 
Ingleside, a change that would not ma- 
terially lengthen the route, and that 
would give the road command of the 
orange-raising portion of the Salt River 
Valley.

COUNT NIGRI’S SCHEME. 


ITALY’S VOICE HEARD IN THE 
PEACE CONGRBSS, 


Proposed Amendment to the Russian 
Plan of Arbitration—Contending 
Nations to Be Obliged to Have 
Recourse to Mediation. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

THE HAGUE, May 31.—[{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The amendment of Count Nigri, 
head of the Italian delegation to the 
peace conference, to the Russian ar- 
bitration scheme, proposes ine follow- 
ing articles: 

(1.) In the event of imminence of a 
conflict between two or niore powers, 
after the failure of all attempts at 
conciliation by means of indirect 
negotiations, the contending parties 
be obliged to have recourse to media- 


| tion or arbitration in a course indicated 


by the present act. 

(2.) All other cases of mediation 
or arbitration will be recommended 
by the cignatory powers, but will re- 
main optional. 

(3.) Each of the signatory powers, 
not involved in the conflict has in all 
cases, during hostilities, the right to 
offer the contending parties its good 
offices or mediajjon, or to propose that 
they have recourse to the mediation 
of another power neutral, or to arbitra- 
tion. This cannot be considered by 
either of the contending parties as on 
unfriendly act, even in a case where 
mediation or arbitration, not being 
obligatory, would be rejected. =’ 

(4.) A demand for, or offer of medi- 
ation takes precedence of a proposal 
for arbitration, but arbitration may 
or must be proposed according to the 
circumstances, not only when there is 
no demand or offer of mediation, but 
also when mediation would have been 
rejected or would not have led to con- 
ciliation. 

(5.) A proposal of mediation or arbi- 
tration, uniformly actepted by all the 
contending parties, cannot unless there 
be a-convention: to the contrary, have 
the effect of interrupting or delaying 
impending mobilization or other pre- 
paratory measures or military opera- 
tions. 

(6.) Recourse to mediation or arbi- 
tration, in conformity with article 1, is

SPIRITED CONTEST FOR NEXT 
YEAR’S CONTRACT. 


Special Bond Piection May Re Called 
Bectre a Municipal System. 
Official Final Smallpox 
Report.

It is possible that the City Council 
may call an election for the purpose 
of ascertaining whether the voters of 
the city are in favor of municipal 
ownership of a distributing system for 
lighting, the city to purchase only the 
power. The bid for such a system, 
submitted at the last meeting of the 
Council, has been shown to be so low 
that some of the Councilmen argue that 
it is their duty to give the city the 
benefit of it if the people want it. The 
calling of such an election would be 
for the purpose of letting the people 
settle the question, and if they voted 
down a proposition to issue bonds the 
city could then fall back on the pres- 
ent contract system and accept the 
lowest bid under it, the only loss be- 
ing the cost of an election. 

For more than three hours yesterday 
afternoon representatives of the several 
electrical companies argued before the 
Gas and Light Committee of the Coun- 
cil upon the proposed lighting con- 
tract. No final decision was rendered 
and another meeting will be held to- 
morrow to continue the hearing. 

Because a charge of selling liquor 
on Sunday could not be proven against 
@ saloon-keeper the Board of Police 
Commissioners yesterday dismissed the 
cage growing out of the arrest of a 
barkeeper at the Arcade Hotel saloon, 
but warned the proprietor that a num- 
ber of changes must be made in the 
arrangement and conduct of the saloon. 

School officials and property-owners 
have united in an earnest effort to pre- 
v the granting of a license for a 
+ oll at Macy and Alameda streets, 
near the Macy-street school. The 
Board of Police Commissioners received 
numerous protrests against the pro- 
posed license yesterday and took the 
matter under 
net meeting. 

Park policemen, health department 
inspectors and deputy license collectors 
are to be considered policemen within 
the meaning of the law _ requiring 
street railway companies to gjve them 
free transportation. They were re- 
cently deprived of their numbered 
stars and then had to pay fares or 
walk. Pass books will probably be is- 
sued to them. 

Health Officer Powers has submitted 
to the Board of Health a final official 
report @n the smallpox conditions in 
the city since November. The report 
shows that the Health Department ex- 
pended more than $22,000 in stamping 
out the disease. 

Department One of the Superior 
Court was crowded all aay yesterday, 
William H. Alford being on trail 
charged with the murder of Jay E. 
Hunter, February 18. The jury was 
completed at the forenoon session, 
and the taking of evidence com- 
menced at the afternoon session. 
Four witnesses were examined, and At- 
torney Rogers, for the defense, suc- 
ceeded in tangling one of the people's 
witnesses up to a considerable extent. 
The case will be continued at 10 
o’elock this forenoon. 

Mrs. Martha A: Boyce was awarded 
the custody of her twelve-year-old 
daughter at the time of her divorce, 
but has alleged that the sisters at the 
Ramona convent forcibly prevented 
her from taking her child away with 
her when she went to see the little 
one a few days ago. The matter is now 
to be exploited in the courts under 
guise of habeas corpus proceedings. 

Dr. A. C. Thorpe has been awarded 
quite a handsome fee by the court for 
accompanying Mrs. Butler from Minne- 
apolis in the capacity of medical at- 
tendant and advisor. The claim was 
combatted on the ground that it was 
a mere friendly service rendered by the 
doctor, who was on terms of: business 
intimacy with the hubsand of the 
patient. 

The case of Sophie Oleson has been 
{inquired into and the facts®as testified 
to by the complaining witness, who is 
the girl’s adopted father, were such 
as to make the ruling of the court that 

hie remain where she is, at the 
orence Home, eminently wise. 

The authority of a hotel proprietor 
to oust a guest from possession of his 
rooms and belongings preémptorily, and 
without making formal demand for any 
account that may be outstanding, is 
being debated in the case of A. .

FIGHT FOR A CONTRACT. 


CITY LIGHTING BIDS CONSIDERED 
BY COMMITTEE. 


Proposition for a City System May 
Be Submitted to the People—Po- 
lice Commission Acquits a Sa- 
loon-keeper—Final Official Re- 
port on Smallpox.

Before the contract for lighting the 
city streets for next year is finally 
settled it is possible that the people 
will be given an opportunity to ex- 
press at the polis whether they desire 
the establishment of a system to be 
owned by the city, or whether, by the 
defeat of such a proposition, they pre- 
fer the continuation of the present 
plan of letting the contract from year 
to year to the lowest bidder. The 
members of the City Council have not 
decided whether they will submit the 
matter to a yote of the people or not, 
but some members strongly favor such 
a course, and they are making every 
effort to induce other members to take 
that view of the matter. The first ef- 
fort to finally decide upon a plan of 
action was made yesterday in an all- 
afternoon session of the Gas and Light 
Committee, to which had been referred 
the bids for lNghting, which were 
opened last Monday. The committee 
is eomposea of Councilmen Vetter, 
Blanchard and Pessell, and severu! 
other members of the Counejl partici- 
pated in the session. Representatives 
of all the electric companies 
submitted bids were present, accom- 
panied by their attorneys, and 
nearly hours the contest for 


advisement until the_

contract continued, and even then it 


was not settled, the committee taking 
the matter under advisement until at- 
oher special meeting, to be held tomor- 
row afternoon. 

Chairman Vetter took up Ahe bids 
one by one, and ag they were an- 
nounced the representatives of the 
companies making them explained 
their bids where any explanation was 
necessary. The bids of the Los An- 
geles Electric Company for $5 per 
lamp per month on a system includ- 
ing the tall masts, and $5.25 for a sys- 
tem without the masts, was pronounced 
by President Cline of that. company fo 

e a straight, simple proposition to 
light the city, and needed no explana- 
tion. He asserted that his company 
was entitled to the contract, as its 
bid was lower than any others. 

When the bid of the Edison Electric 
Company was read, General Manager 
Thaxter of that compaify explained at 
length the kind of lamps that his com- 
pany intended to use &# awarded the 
contract. He read a number of !et- 
ters commending the system this com- 
pany proposes to establish, and as- 
serted that the service they would 
render would be superior to anything 
in the way of street-lighting that had 
been given in this city. His bid was 
$5.35 per lamp per month, whatever 
System was adopted with reference to 
tall masts. The reason his company 
had not submitted a proposal on the 
construction of a city system was that 
they did not think it possible within 
the time given for the construction of 
such a system to have it in working-or- 
der, and they had, therefore, bid only 
on the more simple lighting contract. 
Mr. Thaxter asserted that the service 
his company would give with the im- 
proved styles of lamps, backed by the 
equipment of the company, which is 
known to be one of the finest in the 
country, would be worth to the city the 
difference in the price between their 
bid and that of the Los Angeles Elec- 
tric Company. He said no other com- 
pany could use the lamps controlled 
by the Edison Company, as it has the 


exclusive right to their use in this 
part of the State. 
The interests of the San Gabriel 


Electric Company were presented by 
Messrs. Balch and Kerckhoff and by 
Attorney W. E. Dunn. This company 
had submitted a bid for a municipal 
system which surprised not only the 
other companies, but the Council as 
well. The representatives of the com- 
pany, arguing for municipal ownership 
of a lighting system, and for the pur- 
chase by the city of power only with 
which to operate such a system, 
showed that by such a course the city 
could in ten years save from its an- 
nual lighting bill enough to pay for 
the plant, and during the ten years get 
lights at rates far below anything 
that had been offered. There was a 
multitude of detail that had to be ex- 
plained in the discussion of the San 
Gabriel Company’s bid, and the repre- 
sentatives of the present lighting com- 
pany combatted almost every propos!i- 
tion made by the other company. City 
Electrician Francis was frequently 
called upon for an expression of opin- 
fon on the technical points involved. 
The styles of lamps, the wastage of 
the current necessary to produce re- 
sults called for in the specifications, 
the depreciation of a municipal plant, 
the wire loss, the number of- hours 
per year that lamps must burn, the 
matter of maintenance and renewals— 
in short: almost every possible subject 
in connection with such a contract was 
discussed at length. It was finally de- 
cided that each of the companies sub- 
mit to the committee a detailed state- 
ment ef the points about which they 
failed to agree, at a meeting of the 
committee to be held tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. 

After the session several members of 
-the Council informally discussed the 
matter. Those in favor of a municipal 
plant argued that such an opportunity 
as that at present before the Counéil 
was seldom offered. The plan was sug- 
gested of calling a special bond elec- 
tion on a proposition to issue $160,000 
in bonds to establish such a system, 
and if the people were in favor of such 
a plan. to proceed with the erection 
of a city system: If they vote down 
the proposition the citv could still fall 
back on the lowest bid under the con- 
tract system. After the meeting of 
the committee tomorrow this plan will 
be discussed by the Councilmen prob- 
ably in’executive session, and by Mon- 
day a decision will he rendered. 


GUILTY, BUT NOT PROVEN. 


Reason Why a Saloon Man Did not 


Lose His License. 


As Tuesday was a legal holiday the 
regular meeting of the Board of Police 


Commissioners was not held until yes- 
terday afternoon. The session was one 
of the busiest that body has held in 
many weeks and as there was sup- 
posed to be a possibility of a revocation 
of a saloon license, a large crowd was 
present to witness the trial of the al- 
leged offender. Patrolman Cox had ar- 
rested the barkeeper at the Arcade 
Hotel saloon two weeks ago, and had 
reported him to the Police Commission, 
charging that liquor was sold in the 
place on Sunday. John Schneider was 
cited to appear before the board, it 
being the rule that saloon owners are 
responsible ta the commission for the 
acts of their employés. Schneider ap- 
peared, and the trial of his case took 
up more than an hour of the board’s 
time. Patrolman Cox told of seeing 
George Morton and Emmet Bryant, 
both colored employés of the Southern 
Pacific, drinking in the saloon on Sun- 
day. He went on to explain that it 
was currently reported that any person 
could secure a drink there on Sunday, 
but he had been unable to secure cor- 
roborative evidence in the case which 
had caused him to make the report. 
He had arrested Gus Paulson, the bar- 
keeper, but was unable to secure a 
conviction. He further explained that 
the doors of the place were screened 
in such a manner that it was impos- 
sible to see inside from the stfeet. The 
bar was not locked on. Sunday, and 
he was satisfied that the law had been 
violated, but he could not prove it, as 
the persons to whom liquor had been 
sold refused to appear before the board, 
and there was no way of compelling 
them to do so. 

During Cox's recital of his side of 
the case Schneider beOame angry, and 
when it came his time to defend him- 
self he entered a general denial of the 
charges. He denied that liquor had 
ever been sold there on Sunday. The 
bar had to be kept open for the accom- 
modation of guests of the hotel. who 
went to the bar-room for ice water. 
He admitted that he had ance been 
arrested for selling illegally, but when 
this was mentioned he said he had not 
been canvieted. Asked whether any 
of those arrested about the time of his 
arrest had been convicted, he said they 
had not. The commissi then informed 
him that the failure’ conviction then 
would not be taken as an evidence 
of his Innocence, as it is well known 
why some of the arrested saloon-keep- 
ers were not convicted a year aga. 
Schneider asserted that Cox, the po- 
liceman, habitually frequented the ho- 
tel, and would sit there for from one 
to three hours of an afternoon, in- 
stead of attending to his duty. Cox in- 
dignantly denied this. As the charges 
of Cox could not be substantiated by 
other evidence, the board decided to 
dismiss the case, but in doing 
Schneider was given to understan 


that the board believed what the offi- 


cer had said. They ordered that the 
screen doors be removed, sg that a 
clear view could be had of the in- 
terior during the hours that saloons 
are supposed ta be closed. They also 
ordered that the bar-room be locked 
when the saloon is closed. 

Honore Pierroni filed an appliéation 
for a renewal of his restaurant liquer 


‘license, which Was revoked séme time 
pigo on reports by policemen that the 


law had been violated at his place, 
No. 5739 Central avenue. He was rep- 


resented by an attorney, who filed a 


dozen or more affidavits from persons 
j residing in that part of the city, the 
feneral tenor of which was to the ef- 
fect that Pierroni’s place was  con- 
ducted in a proper manner; that there 
was no objection to his receiving a 
new license, and that it was but just 
that the revocation be set aside. The 
attorney earned his fee, if activity in 
the interest of his client is what he 
is paid for. He insisted upon reading 
a number of the documents which he 
presented, and even after the board 
had decided to refer the application to 
the chief he continued his appeal for 
Pierroni. Just what will be done with 
this matter will depend* largely upon 
a report which will be made at the 
next meeting. At the last hearing of 
the matter Pierroni admitted that his 
Sunday business was what made his 
place a resort for those who went 
there, and that his week day business 
amounted to practically nothing. At 
that time the board refused to renew 
the lieense, because they were of the 
opinion that by so doing they would be 
licensing something other than a bona 
fide restaurant, the purpose of which 
was to serve meals only. 

William V. Craig was appointed a 
special policeman to serve without pay 
from the city. He will be in the service 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

S. E. Bisby had been cited to ap- 
pear to show cause why his restaurant 
liquor license should not be revoked 
because of alleged violation of the law 
at Sycamore Grove. A number of peti- 
tions for the revocation of this license 
were presented, signed by a large num- 
ber of residents of the vicinity of the 
grove. As the case against Bisby has 
not been disposed of in the courts, the 
board decided to defer action until 
after the trial before a city justice. 

The recent action of the board in 
calling in all old numbered stars and 
issuing new ones, none of which are 
numbered above 100, has resulted in 
great inconvenience to the park police- 
men, the sanitary officers of the health 
department and two deputies in the 
office of the License Collector, as it 
deprived them of free street-car trans- 
portation. City Attorney Haas ap- 
peared before the board yesterday and 
Stated that these officers «were lice- 
men within the meaning of the pro- 
visions of the street-railway com- 
panies’ franchises, and therefare en- 
titled to free transportation. After 
some discussion the secretary of the 
board was directed to address. the 
street-railway companies and inform 
them of the official status of the offi- 
cers and of the opinion of the City 
Attorney, and to request that free 
transportation be given the special po- 
licemen who will be mentioned in the 
communication. 

Blust & Schwarz were granted a 
transfer of the Kerkow saloon license 
at No. 310 South Spring street, and also 
a restaurant liquor license. The appli- 
cation of E. W. Nettleton for a trans- 
fer to himself of the lHcense of Fred 
Meyer at No. 142 North Main street 
was referred to the Chief. 

More opposition has developed to the 
granting of the application of Joe 
Barth for a transfer of his license from 
First and Alameda streets to the cor- 
ner of Macy and Alameda streets than 
has been displayed in regard to any 
similar matter since the present board 
went into office. More than a year ago 
an effort was made to open a saloon 
at Macy and’ Alameda streets, but 
such was the opposition to it from 
property-owners in that locality that 
the former board promised never to 
grant such a license. Barth desires to 
move from am unprofitable locality, and 
his application for a transfer was re- 
ferred to the Chief some time ago. The 
official report on the matter was re- 
ceived yesterday. It does not take 
sides for or against the proposed trans- 
fer, but on the whole is more favor- 
able to it than otherwise. It recites 
the fact that J. C. McInerny has a bill 
against Barth for $60, which has not 
been paid: When this bill was men- 
tioned yesterday a'representative of the 
Los Angeles Brewing Company offered 
to pay it then and there, showing the 
interest that corporation has in the 
new saloom 

The application will not be granted 
if the people in that part of the city 
can prevent it, and in their fight 
against _ the saloon they have the sup- 
port of the officials of the school de- 
partment. A committee from the Board 
of Education, composed of President 
Davis, Directors Washburn and Win- 
cup and Superintendent Foshay, ap- 
peared before the board yesterday to 
enter their protest against the estab- 
lishment of a saloon near the Macy- 
street school. A number of property- 
owners from that part of the city ajso 
appeared and protested. They -tiled 
with the board a numerously-signed 
protest from persons who 
to be present. Whatever may have 
been the intention of the board the pro- 
tests had the effect of making the 
members desirous of a personal inves- 
tigation of the matter. Action was 
therefore postponed until the next 
meeting. 

A special meeting will be held to- 
morrow morning at 10 o'clock for the 
purpose of approving the pay roll of 
the police department for May. 


OFFICIAL SMALLPOX REPORT. 


Health Officer Powers’s Statement to 
the Board of Health. 

As Health Officer Powers is about to 
leave for the East to remain a month 
or more to take a mucis needed rest, a 
special meeting of the Board of Health 
was called yesterday afternoon at 5 
o’clock to consider such business as re- 
quired attention before his departure. 
Jt was decided that during the absence 
of Dr. Powers, Dr. Day, who has been 
assisting the department since the ap- 
pearance of smallpox in the city sev- 
eral months ago, will act as health 
officer and will have charge of the de- 
partment. 

Dr. Powers submitted the following 
final report as to the smallpox condi- 
tions that have prevailed in this city 
since -November: 

“LOS ANGELES (Cal.,) May 31, 1899. 

“To the Honorable Board of Health, 
City of Los Angeles—Gentlemen: I 
respectfully submit the following re- 
port of the cases and expenses of 
mc in the city since November, 
1 . 


“There have been 117 cases of ‘small- 
pox, including sixty-four cases of va- 
riola and fifty-three of varioloid. Fifty- 
six patients had been vaccinated and 
sixty-one had not been vaccinated. 
Some of those reported vaccinated 
were not successfully vaccinated. 
There were twenty-one deaths, six of 
which were of the most severe form of 
hemorrhagic smallpox, none of which 
lived longer than five days after the be- 
ginning of the initiatory fever. No 
death occurred in any person who had 
been successfully vaccinated previous 
to smallpox infection. Fifty. patients 
were quarantined and treated in their 
residences, numbering twenty-one 
houses, and sixty-seven pesents were 
removed to the smallpox hospital, from 
sixty-two houses, the second case oc- 
curring in only four houses from which 


patients had been removed. Very

Accompanying this report was a tab- 
ulated financial statement of the ex- 
penses incident to the handling of 
smallpox by the health department. 
The statement shows that the cost of 
supplies ofall kinds, attendance, laun- 
dry, transportation, etc., at the City 
Hospital since November has been 
$9746.95. The same class of expenses at 
houses under quarantine where small- 
}pox was treated and where persons 
who had been exposed were kept 
amounted to $2223.60. The cost of main- 
taining vaccination stations was 
$1457.85. Quarantime officers were paid 
$7592.50. The total cost to the city on 
account of the disease was $21,020.90. 
The report was adopted and ordered

Dr. Powers called the attention of the 
board toa case of diphtheria which 
Dr. Manning had failed to report. He 
said ha attention had been called to 
the case, which was in the Metcalf 
family, residing at No. 1423 Court 
street, by Dr. Dixon, and he had called 
there just as the latter was administer- 
ing anti-toxine. He had been informed 
that Dr. Manning had been in attend- 
ance upon the case, but had received 
no report of it from him as the law re- 
quires. Dr. Powers read a letter that 
he had received from Dr. Manning, in 
Which the latter indicated that he had 
not known that the case was one of 
diphtheria. Dr. Powers stated that he 
had consulted the City Attorney to as- 
centain the advisability of proceeding 
against Dr. Manning in the courts. He 
wanted to know what the board ad- 
vised. Inasmuch as there was an op- 
portunity for the doctor to plead that 
he did not know the case was one of 
diphtheria, the board decided to drop 
the matter. During the discussion of 
the case frequent reference was made 
to the recent trouble Dr. Manning had 
with County Health Officer Mathis, but 
it was decided that nothing could be 
done in this case.

Each to Have Ten Days Off During 
the Summer Monthé. 


At the regular meeting of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners yesterday morn- 
ing Chief Moore presented for approval 
the schedule of vacations for the mem- 
bers of the department. The firemen 
are given ten days vacation each year 
and their places are usually filled by 
callmen and substitutes appointed dur- 
ing the summer months. As some of 
the firemen are off duty throughout the 
summer, these substitutes get several 
months’ steady work. Chief Moore’s 
arrangements of his list of men for this 
years vacations were approved by the 
board.

BONDSMEN MISSING. 


Peculiar State of Affairs Regarding 
a Street Contract. 


The attention of Street Superinten- 
dent Drain’ has been called to a case 
of a bond on a street contract in 
which either there is an attempt at 
sharp practice by contractors to vio- 
late the bond or it’ was purposely im- 
properly signed by one of the sureties 
in a manner by which he may have 
hoped to-evade responsibility. A. 8. 
Heitchew was’ granted a eontract on 
March 9 for the improvement of Wil- 
low street from Mateo street to the 
Arthur tract and on March 321 he filed 
his bond for the protection of the la- 
borers employed by him and the ma- 
terial men from whom he obtained his 
supplies. This was the first bond filed 
-~under the new lew for the -protection 
of street laborers. The bond was 
approved by the Mayor in spite of the 
fact that His Honor had expressed a 
determination not to accept contractors 
as sureties for other contractors. On 
this bond the names of Martin C. 
Marsh and F. T. Ward appeared as 
sureties. That Marsh is a contractor 
is well known, and there is another 
well-known contractor named F. F. 
Ward, but at that time it was not 
noticed that the name signed to the 
bond was that of F. T. Ward 3 

The contract for the work was com- 
pleted May 18, and the work was duly 
accepted. A few days ago, however, 
wo men who have been employed as 
aborers on the improvement filed bills 
against Heitchew for money alleged to 
be due as wages. The bond attached 
to and made a part of the contract 
was just for the purpose of protecting 
such laborers and an examination of 
the bond was made. It seemed to be 
regular enough and it was supposed 
that the workingmen were protected 
until yesterday, when Street Superin- 
tendent Drain, meeting F. F. Ward; 
told him of the bill against Heitchew. 
Ward asked to be shown the contract 
and bond ana as soon as he saw the 
signature he asserted that the name 
signed as F. T. Ward was not his 
name. He did not say that he had not 
signed the name “F. T. Ward,” nor did 
he deny it. Mr. Drain made every ef- 
fort to ascertain who #. T, Ward ‘is 
or whether.there, is such.an individual 
in order that he might notify him of 
the bill against the contractor. He 
could find no one who knew any such 
man, although most of those of whom 
inquiry was made admitted that they 
knew F. F. Ward. It is not charged 


that F. F. Ward signed the name “F. : 


Gabriel; . 


T. Ward” to the bond, but unless the 
missing bondsman appears the entire 
bill against the bond may have to be 
paid by Mr. Marsh. 


Street Openings Opposed. 


John D. Bicknell and others owning 
property within the district of assess- 
ment for the proposed opening of 
Grand avenue from Temple _ street 
through to California street, have filed 
in the City Clerk’s office a protest 
against that opening. Their reasons 
for objecting are that the cost of the 
proposed improvement would be heavy 
and not in proportion to the benefits 
that would accrue to property in that 
part of the city and that the opening 
of the street is not now a public neces- 
sity, nor is it desired by the people in 
that vicinity. 

Another protest of similar import 
has been filed by the owners of the 
property within the assessment district 
for the cpening and straightening of a 
portion of Central avenue between 
Thalia and Eighth streets. The pro- 
testants allege that their property 
would not be benefited by the proposed 
improvement to the extént of the 
amounts of the assessments to be 
levied against them. 


One Annexation Benefit. 


As a result of the recent annexation 
of the University precinct to the city 
orchardists and agriculturists in that 
section will reap an immediate bencfit 
that means much to them. Heretofore 
they haye been compelled to pay high 
prices for ganja water used for irri- 
gation, the fees including pay to a 
deputy of the Water Overseer’s depart- 
ment and pay for the use of the ditches, 
both charges being in addition to the 
other expenses incident to the watering 
of their crops. Now that annexation 
will be a fact as soon as the certifi- 
cate of elections is filed with the Secre- 
tary of State, these people will be 
treated the same as those who live to 
the north of them and who have been 
getting all the benefits of the zanja 
irrigation at a much lower cost than 
the others. A delegation of the irri- 
gators appeared at the City Mall yes=- 
terday to learn their present status 
with reference to the city. Several of- 
ficials were consulted and it was de- 
cided to treat the. residents of the 
newly-annexed territory the same as if 
they had always been residents of the 
city. ,

ALFORD MURDER TRIAL. 


TAKING OF EVIDENCE BEGUN IN 
THE CASE YESTERDAY. 


The Defendant’s Attorney, Rogers, 
Tangles Up a Physician Who 
Talks of the Hlium and Malleo- 
lus—Alford Listens, 


The trial of William H. Alford for 
the murder of Jay E. Hunter began in 
earnest with the taking of evidence in 
Department One of the Superior Court 
-yesterifay. Although little evidence 
bearing directly on the shooting of the 
attorney was given, the foundation for 
the more sensational evidence was laid 
by two of the physicians who attended 
Hunter after he was shot, February 18. 

Asat. Dist.-Atty. Jones led the case 
for the people, and was assisted by ex- 
Senator Stephen M. White. Attorney 
Earl Rogers took the most active part 
in the defense of the alleged murderer. 
and associated with him yesterday 
were W. A Harris and Paul Burks. 
United States District Attorney Flint 
is also imterested in Alford’s defense, 
but the hearing of a case at the Fed- 
eral building prevented his appearance 
at the murder trial yesterday. * 

Four witnesses were examined. They 
were Edward Lownes, Deputy County 
Surveyor; Dr. Carl Kurtz, Dr. Hugh 
West and Attorney Sheldon Borden. 
The latter witness was the only one 
who gave any direct testimony on the 
shooting, but the attorneys for the de- 
fense had considerable amusement at 
the expense of the physicians, and in- 
cidentally Attorney Rogers tangled Dr. 
West up somewhat in regard to the 
wounds of the deceased attorney. 

The physici gave considerable tés- 
timony, in which they used anatomical 
terms, many of which were not under- 
Stood by several of the jurors and 
others until questioning brought. out 
their.meaning. There was consider- 
able cross-questioning of the physi- 
cians by Attorney Rogers, when the 
latter endeavored to show to the jury 
that the ilium flexes with the hip joint. 

- Kurtz sald that it might or it 
might not, depending on the manner of 
the flexation. The point at issue wad 
the determination of the position in 
which Hunter was at the time the bul- 
let penetrated his abdomen, the de- 
fense endeavoring to show that he was 
stooping over Alford when he sustained 
the wound. The bullet passed through 

abdomen almost horizontally, and 
must have fired at a right angle 
with the body of the attorney. When 

West was on the stand he was led 
through cross-examination into an ex- 
tended Wiscussion as to the distance be- 
tween the exterior and interior malleo- 
lus and the several wounds in the at- 
torney’s body, and the distance hbe- 
tween the exterior malleolus and the 
illum. Attorney Rogers affected al! 
the anatomical terms used by the phy- 
sicians, and couched his queétions after 
the same manner of the replies hé had 
received ‘to previous ones, He showed 
an apt ability to discuss anatomy, and 
kept the physicians guessing to catch 
the drift. of some of his; long queries. 

The courtroom was crowded at both 
afternoon sessions of the 
court.

Deputy County Surveyor Lownes was 
the first witness called by the people. 
He had drawn a floor plan of the fourth 
floor of the Stimson Block, where the 
shooting occurred, and one of a section 
of the floor, the location of the rooms 
formerly occupied by Hunter. The dia- 
grams showed the relative dimensions 
of the rooms, and on the larger one 
were delineated the places where the 
bullets from Alford’s revolver are said 
to have struck. These two charts were 
introduced’s as People’s exhibits A and 
B, respectively. Lownes’ explained 
them as some length, and showed the 
jury the rooms surrounding the small 
corridor, where the shooting took place. 
On cross-examination he admitted hav- 
ing made a mistake in designating the 
place where one of the builets struck 
the wall. 

Attorney Rogers objected to exhibit 
B on the ground that it contained a de- 
lineation of the position of certain 
pieces of furniture in some of the rooms, 
the position of which was not deter- 
mined by their position at the time of 
the shooting; further than that the wit- 
ness had taken the word of several per- 
sons that they had not been moved 
after the shooting. Witness denied 
knowing of his own knowledge that the 
articles of furniture were in the rooms 
at the time of the shooting. The ob- 
jection of the defense was sustained, 
and exhibit B, the chart of a section 
of the fourth floor of the building, was 
withdrawn. 

Dr. Carl Kurtz was the next witness 
called. He attended Hunter after he 
was shot, and assisted his fatner, Dr. 
Joseph Kurtz, in performing the orfer- 
ation when one of the bullets was re- 
moved. He also attenied tie quicpsy 
over Hunter’s body. Dr, Kurtz testi- 
fied that there were three builet Wcunds 
on Hunter’s body. He Jescribed each 
one,.and. designated to the jury ty-.il- 
lustrating, on his own person, the posi- 
tion of the wounds. One was in the 
abdomen about four iaches below and 
half an inch to the right of the navel; 
one on the left side of the abdomen 
and the other was through the left 
thigh. The left thigh contained two 
wounds, Witnessysaid, but evidently 
both of them weré caused by one bullet, 
although from their nature it was not 
possible tao absolute! etermine 
whether the bullet h entered the 
thigh at the anterior or exterior side. 
The physician said Hunter’s death was 
due to a shock caused by the bullet 
wounds, and in answer to a question 
as to whether he was properly attended 
by competent physicians, said, ‘‘I sup- 
pose so.”’ There was no small amount 
of discussion between the witness and 
counsel for the defense as to whether 
Hunter’s ilium fiexed witn his hip joint 
at the time he was shot. Attorney Rog- 
ers went through innumerable contcr- 
tions in an endeavor to illustrate the 
suppe movements of Hunter. 

nally the adnitted the 
probability of the flexing of Punter’s 
ilium with his hip joint, which admit- 
tance seemed to please Rogers. During 
the cross-examination Attorney Rogers 
unbuttoned his coat and vest and had 
the witness illustrate on his body where 
Hunter had been wounded, and the 
course the bullets had taken. At one 
time he handed the witness a pencil and 
told him to mark on the attorney’s 
shirt the direction taken by one of the 
bullets. The witness did as requested, 
and ex-Senator White suggested that 
the shirt be offered in evidence as ex- 
hibit A of the defendant. Attorney 
Rogers agreed to the suggestion if it 
was insisted upon, but stated that he 
would decline to remove the garment 
at that time. The witness said that the 
course of all the wounds save the one 
below the navel were upward, but that 
the one near the middle line of the 
abdomen was almost horizontal. 

It was during the cross-examination 
of Dr. Kurtz that Attorney Rogers of- 
fered in evidence the trousers worn by 
Hunter the day he was shot, as De- 
fendant's exhibit No. 1. The trousers 
are designated as People’s exhibit H. 
In questioning the witness relative to 
the indications of the bullet holes in 
the garment he referred to the cloth as 
tissue. Judge Smith asked what the 
attorney meant by. tissue of a pair of 
trousers and suggested that the word 
fibre be substituted. The suggestion 
was adopted by the attorney. 

Dr. West Hughes followed Dr. Kurtz 
on the stand, and gave substantially 
the same testimony as the preceding 
witness. He started to refresh his 
memory with notes on a sheet of paper, 
which he had copied from his note 
book immediately after going home 
from the autopsy. The defense ob- 
jected to the use of the notes, as they 
were not original, and the abjection 
was sustained, the physi- 
cian produced his note k, containing 
the original notes. He testified in re- 
gard to the wounds, and on cross-ex- 
amination admitted that although 
Hunter was fatally shot, a man who 
was injured in almost the exact man- 
ner two weeks later had survived 
after having been operated upon, and 
made the subject of a Murphy button. 

Dr. West stated that the wound 
on Hunter’s thigh was three feet 
and two inches above the sole of the 
foot. He was handed a measure by At- 
torney Rogers, and when he placed it 
beside his own body found that three 
feet and two inches above the fioor 
reached a point almost to his waist. 
He then said that he meant to say 


that the wound in the left side was 


three feet and two inches above the 
floor, bu rd admitted that the 
distance between the wounds on_ the 
body and the floor had not been meas- 
ured, 

Attorney Sheldon Bordén was the last 
witness called. On the day of the 
shooting he was sitting in his office, 
the door of which opened into the’ cor- 
ridor in which Hunter was at the time 
he was shot. After some preliminary 
testimony relative to the location of the 
rooms, the witness told his story of 
the shooting, and illustrated it by 
pointing to the floor plan of the rooms 


‘which his firm occupied at the time of 


the tragedy. His story was frequently 
interrupted by questions from the As- 
sistant District Attorney, or objections 
from counsel for the defense. The story 
of the witness was about as follows:

The door from 
room 430 into the hall was open and 
there were two or three men standing 
in the doorway. I will not be sure, 
but I think the defendant was 
one of them. Mr. Stevenson es- 
corted Hunter into room 429 and I 
started out to find a physician.” 

The witness denied having heard any 
commotion in the hall prior to the 
firing of the first shot. 

‘Was there an interrval between the 
first and second shots?’’ was asked by 
the attorney for the people. The ques- 
tion was objected to, overruled and ex- 
ception taken. Then followed questions 
relative to intervals between the other 
shots, and each one was objected to, 
the objection being overruled and ex- 
ception taken. The incidents as re- 
lated by Mr. Borden were virtually re- 
peated under cross-examination, coun- 
sel for the defense trying to bring out 
the fact that a noise of a scuffle in the 
corridors would not have been likely 
to attract the attention of Mr. Borden, 
inasmuch as there were a great many 
Pcrsons passing in and out of the halls 
during the day, and all of them making 
more or less noise. 

Throughout the taking of testimony 
the alleged murderer sat directly be- 
hind his counsel, and close to him sat 
Mrs. Alford and a friend, the wife of 
the defendant being the only witness 
in the case, beside the defendant, al- 
lowed to hear the testimony. Alford 
and his wife paid the closest attention.

CHARGE DISMISSED. 


Sophie Oleson Returned to the Flor- 
ence Home. 

Sophie Oleson, the sixteen-year-old 
girl who was arrested while at the 
Florence Home, at the instance of her 
alleged father by adoption, Hans Ole- 
6on, and who averred that she had 
been made to live with him as his mis- 
tress since she was a little over 12 
years old, was brought before Judge 
Noyes, sitting for Judge York, in De- 
partment Three. 

The girl was brought into court by 
Mrs. Bisbee, manager of the Florence 
Home, who has had her under her 
charge since she appealed to the po- 
lice for protection, and who at that 
time took her into her charge. Sophie 
appeared to be in mortal fear of her 
adopted father, and when he sat down 
in the courtroom she changed her seat 
to the other side of Mrs. Bisbee, to be 
as far away from him as possible. 

Hans Oleson was the principal wit- 
ness against the girl. He stated that 
while in Norway some years ago he 
adopted Sophie Pauline Johnson, and 
from thenceforward she was known as 
Sophie Oleson. He confessed that he 
had not got the adoption papers, how- 
ever, as the girl had secured them and 
burned them up. The witness pro- 
ceeded to tell a long and rambling 
story of Sophie having been crimi- 
nally intimate with several men living 
at his lodging-house on Sotello street, 
and he had her first steps from grace 
so firmly engraved on his memary that 
he said that at that time she was just 
12 years 11 months and 18 days old. 
Oleson said on cross-examination that 
he took the girl to Azusa to get her 
away from her lovers, and that while 
there he made her sleep in-the same 
bed with him in order that she might 
not be able to ramble about at night. 
That was about three months ago. He 
conceded that during their stay at 
Azusa he had whipped her with a car- 
riage whip, and that the neighbors in- 
terfered. 

The witness proceeded to tell of the 
girl’s absences from home, of two men 
who wanted to marry her, but whom 
he forbade the house, and finally of 
Sophie taking strychnine, and of her 
being arrested for attempting to buy 
carbolic acid. 

On behalf of the accused girl, Mrs. 
Bisbee stated that when Sophie went 
to the Police Station and was placed 
in charge of Mrs. Gray, the matron, 
the latter communicated with witness, 
and after satisfying herself that Sophie 
was in earnest in what she said, she 
took her to the Florence Home Since 
then the girl has remained in the home, 
and Mrs. Bisbee stated that she had 
never had a girl that was so indus- 
trious, or of a more affectionate dis- 


position, and that she wished to remain }| 


at the home, and after learning the 
general line of household duties pass 
out into respectable service in the 
usual way. 

It was the contention of Attorney 
Kendrick, who appeared for the alleged 
incorrigible, that the girl had been so 
abused by Oleson that she could not 
stay at home, and that she was made 
to work like a slave at the Sotello- 
street lodging-house. 

The court did not waste many mo- 
ments in making up his mind regard- 
ing the merits of the case. Judge 
Noyes said he would not send the girl 
to the reform school, but let her remain 
just where she is. Attorney Appel, who 
appeared as special counsel for Oleson, 
asked that the matter be simply con- 
tinued indefinitely, so that it might, if 
necessary, be brought a again, but 
the court did not think it fair to the 
~ girl in her attempt to fit herself for an 
honest career, to have a court proceed- 
ing hanging over her. The charge was 
then dismissed, and Sophie Oleson ac- 
companied Mrs. Bisbee back to the 
Florence Home. 


WEST SIDE CITY WATER. 


Receiver Gibson’s Tenure of Office 
Somewhat Indefinite. 

The suit of the city of Los Angeles 
against the West Side Irrigation Com- 
pany, involving title to the waters 
used for supplying the residents of the 
western end of the city, will be set for 
trial in the Superior Court next Mon- 
day, formal notice having been given 
to that effect yesterday. 

The remittatur from the Supreme 
Court, restoring the water plant to the 
control of the Los Angeles City Water 
Company is due to arrive here on Mon- 
day next. As the city’s application 
for a rehearing will not have been 
acted upon by that time, Receiver 
Gibson will certainly retain his posi- 
tion for at least another month. If 
the rehearing is granted it will, under 
the rules of the Supreme Court, be 
granted within thirty days from the 
date of application, and unless this is 
done it will mean that the decision 
rendered by the court on May 5 will 
remain undisturbed.

Briggs, to recover certain trunks con- 
taining the wardrobe of plaintiff and 
Mrs. Blanche Haley, came to trial yes- 
terday before Judge Trask. 

The plaintiff averred that he owned 
certain personal property in room 23, 
and also in the storeroom of Vincent's 
Hotel on. Broadway, on October 4 of 
last year. There were two trunks 
valued at $15; a purple and black dress, 
valued at $40; a fur-trimmed dress, $30; 
green silk waist, $8; cream silk evening 


dress $10; tan jacket, $10; green silk 
etticoat, $9; pink house dress, $4; 
98, $15; bathing suit, 


underwear, hose, vases, photographs, 
books, medicines, lamp, toilet articles. 
and other miscellaneous effects alleged 
to have a total value of $496.85. Judg- 
ment was asked for a recovery of 
these goods, or for their value, and for 
$100 alleged to have been expended in 
pursuit and recovery. 

Spencer Smith is the proprietor of the 
Vincent's Hotel, and Bailey and Briggs, 
as his agents, were made party defen- 
dants. The bedrock facts in the case 
were very simple, although they be- 
came somewhat complicated by legal 
questions being introduced. The testi- 
mony of the plaintiff was to the effect 
that when he and his wife went out to 
breakfast on the morning of October 4, 
the proprietor of the hotel, through his 
agenis, locked the door of the plaintiff's 
room and debarred him from having 
accesss to it. The defense claimed that 


inasmuch as the plaintiff was owing | 
at that time $51.30 for room rent, that | 
they took action under the special se->- | 
tion of the statute provided for the | 


protection of hotel “keepers. And in 
making answer the defendants averred 
that they had rendered other services 
for which they aske@ by way of counter 
claim judgment for $150, $50 for the de- 
tention, and $51.30 due for the occupa- 
tion of the premises. 

Counsel for the plaintiff argued that 
the peremptory depriving of Mr. and 
Mrs. Haley of their effects without any

the exact legal status. of ‘the case. 


THE SCHOOL ELECTION.. 


Status of a Legal Voter Defined by 
the District Attorney. 

In reponse to the inquiries of the 
Superintendent of Schools as to the 
qualification of voters at the school 
election to be held throughout the 
county next Friday, the District Attor- 
ney has called attention to a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court (Falltrick 
vs. Sullivan 119 Cal., 618,) in which it 
is held that a voter must have been 
“enrolled on the Great Register of such 
county fifteen days prior to an election” 
in order to be a legal voter at a school 
election. This requirement as to fifteen 
= registration was inserted into 
thé general election laws by an amend- 
ment of the sections governing the 
Same in 1893, without.a corresponding 
change in the sections governing the 
school elections, but the Supreme Court 
held that the general restriction as to 
a fifteen days’ registration applied to 
the school election, and that no one 
was a legal voter at such election un- 
less so registered. 


A MOTHER’S CLAIM, 


Mrs. Boyce Seeks to Recover Pos- 
session of Her Daughter. 

Mrs. Martha A. Boyce avers that her 
twelve-year-old daughter, Ethel, is be- 
ing restrained of her liberty by the 
Sister Superior of Ramone Convent. 
near Shorb, and yesterday she made 
application to the court through J. W. 
Kemp, Esq., for a writ of hab2@as corpus 
that the body of her daughter be pro- 
duced in court. Judge Trask made the 
desired order, the writ being return- 
able this morning at 10 o’clock. 

The applicant sets forth in her peti- 
tion that the little girl, Ethel Boyce, 
was placed in the convent in S+ptembe, 
of last year by the petitioner an.1 Cor- 
mick E. Boyce, the father, for th« pur- 
pose of having her attend achool. But 
suisequently Mrs. Boyce .rought an 
oction for divorce against her ‘'sband 
in the. District Court of the Fourth Ju 
dicial District of Arizona, and when 
she was granted her decree on April 
18, 1899, the custody of the child, Ethel, 
was awarded to her. Mrs. Boyce avers 
that on the 29th of May she went to 
the convent and demanded the release 
of r daughter, but was met with re- 
fusal, and this, despite the fact that 
the child desired to be released. She 


also states that the Sister Superior and 


other sisters forcibly prevented her 
from taking her daughter away from 
the convent, and in these premises she 


asks that they be cited to show by 
what authority they act. 
Later in the day Mrs. Boyce filed 


her petition’for letters of guardianship 
in the estate of Bthel Boyce; alleging 
ihat the child’s estate consists of about 
$50 in money, and an income of $50 a 
month allowed for her maintenance 
and education during her minority. The 
father of the little girl, from whom Mrs. 
Boyce avers she was recently divorced, 
is a merchant and mining man of Wil- 
liams, Ariz. 


A PROFESSIONAL 


An Eastern Physician Sues for His 
Constant Service. 

The action instituted by Dr. Arthur 
C. Thorpe against Frank J, Butler. to 
recover $850 for professional services 
rendered to the wife of the latter, came 
to trial yesterday in Department Three 
before Judge Noyes of Riverside, who 
presided in the absence of Judge York. 

The evidence went to show that Dr. 
Thorpe accompanied Mrs. Butler from 
Minneapolis in September, 1897, she 
boing in a delicate state of health. 
They went to the San Gabriel Sani- 
tarium and in February, 1898, Mrs. But- 
ler died. The present defendant refused 
to pay the account rendered to him by 
the plaintiff for his services, and there- 
upon the present suit was instituted 
The defendant sought to show that 
when Dr. Thorpe accompanied Mrs. 
Butler to Southern California he did so 
as a friend, as defendant and he were 
on terms of friendly intimacy and in- 
terested in some business ventures to- 
gether, and that Dr. Thorpe was com- 
ing to Southern California himself 
whether Mrs. Butler came or not. It 
was alleged, too, that the plaintiff was 
a young practitioner, having been ad- 
mitted to practice the year before and 
for that as well as the other reasons 
adduced, the defendant did not under- 
stand that the doctor’s services were 
givem@p any other than a friendly way. 

Upor the conclusion of the testimony 
the oom gave judgment in favor of the 
plaintme “or $642.94 with costs.

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TARDY JUSTICE TO DREYFUS. 

At last there is a strong prob- 
apility, amounting toa reasonable 
certainty, that Capt. Dreyfus, the 
lonely exile of Devil's Island, will be 
recalled to France, and will be given 
a new trial in the very near future. 
There is not much doubt as to the 
result of the second trial. That he 
will be declared guiltless may be set 
down as almost a foregone conclusion. 
From evidence which has recently de- 
veloped it appears that most or all of 
the so-called evidence against Capt. 
Dreyfus was manufactured for the 
occasion. It was, moreover, evidence 
of such a kind as would have given 
the prosecution little or no standing 
in a civil court. The methods of the 
military tribunal which tried and 
condemned Dreyfus were of the most 
peremptory character. He was not al- 
lowed to make an adequate defense. 
His conviction was upon ex parte tes- 
timony of the most doubtful character, 
and all efforts to secure a rehearing 
were unsuccessful. . To an honorable, 
brave and loyal soldier, such degrada- 
tion as Capt. Dreyfus suffered was far 
worse than death. His imprisonment, 
though it has been a terrible hard- 
ship, is in reality the least serious 
part of his punishment. The stain 
cast upon his honor and his loyalty 
was a far severer punishment than 
any period of imprisonment could be. 

France is calm. If the developments 
of the past few weeks had come sud- 
denly, six months or one year ago, 
the country would have been stirred 
to a high pitch of excitement, and 
a revolution might even have resulted. 
But as fact after fact has come to 
light, tending to show not only the 
innocence of Dreyfus, but to show that 
in reality the crime of which he was 
convicted was not committed, public 
opinion in France has undergone a 
remarkable transformation. The pop- 
ular sentiment is now, it appears, al- 
most unanimous for a new trial, 
whereas, before, the people of France 
were arrayed in almost deadly hostil- 
ity on the opposing sides of the ques- 
tion of his guilt or innocence. The 
_ disgraceful scenes of the Zola trial are 
well remembered. Thax trial was as 
much of a farce, in its way, as was 
the trial of Capt. Dreyfus. In the 
state of public feeling then existing, a 
fair trial was virtually an impossibil- 
ity. It is indeed well for Capt. Drey- 
fus that his second trial will be held 
at a time when the public mind has so 
far been freed from prejudice as_ to 
render it possible for him to receive 
at least the semblance of an impartial 
hearing. 

Capt. Dreyfus will probably be set 
free. In one sense he will be vindi- 
‘ cated, for his innocence of the mon- 
strous charge against him will be 
established beyond a reasonable doubt. 
But who or what can compensate this 
brave and faithful officer for the sor- 
row and humiliation he has suffered 
by reason of his unjust conviction? 
For all this there can be no recom- 
pense. It ig an irremediable wrong, 
for which personal vindictiveness, 
working through a vicious system, is 
chiefly responsible. The lovers of jus- 
tice and fair play, throughout the 
world, will be glad to learn of the 
prospect that a new trial will be 
granted to Capt. Dreyfus, and the 
outcome of that trial will be awaited 
with impatient interest. 


The Oakland Tribune is indulging 
in clotted nonsense about Los Ange- 
les, as may be learned by reading the 
following paragraph, which serves as 
introduction toa long editorial 
that paper headed, “Los Angeles vs. 
Oakland.” The Tribune says: 

“Los Angeles 1s making prepara- 
tions for the census next year by an- 
nexing every little hamlet contiguous 
to her boundaries that can be induced 
to come within the fold, her object 
being to make assurance doubly sure 
that she will be able to show a rec- 
ord of over 100,000 population.” 

All this is rot, pure and simple. In 
the first place, there is no such thing 
as “Los Angeles vs. Oakland,” any 
more than there is “Los Angeles vs. 
San Diego.” The suburbs recently 
annexed to Los Angeles came into the 
city of their own notion and because 
of the advantages to be derived from 
annexation. The question of the 
census had no more to do with it 
than the Oakland Tribune has to do 
with suppressing the Filipino insur- 
rection.

Last night Russo surpassed himself 
as Edgardo. His voice is a marvel. It 
has not only the power, clarity and 
luscious sweetness of a tenor voice that 
deserves the name of “great,”’ but. its 
distinguishing characteristic is the joy- 
ous abandon of youth, happiness and 
careless strength avhich rings through 
every tone. Russo is a singer who is 
capable now of ranking ae with 
Avedano as an artist, and, in addition, 
he gives the impression that he would 
considerably rather sing than go to 
heaven. All he wants is a chance to 
release the music that lies pent up in 
that wonderful broad throat of his, and 
it simply pours out in a river of intox- 
icating tone to which there is no end.

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


Liza Lehmann’s musical setting to 
Omar Khayyam’s ‘“‘Rubalyat” proved a 
strong attraction and a representative 
audience that nearly filled Blanchard 
Hall assembled last evening to “assist’’ 
at the first presentation here of “In a 
Persian Garden.” Written for four 
voices, with piano prelude, interludes 
and accompaniment, the music is in- 
teresting throughout, some parts of it 
are very beautiful, and for the most 
part it is in close sympathy, in sy*rit, 
with the quatrains of the old Persian 
poet, whom Edward Fitzgerald has 
introduced to the English-speaking 
world with such virile, vivid fidelity. 
Not to lowe the Rubaiyat, not to yield 
to its irresistible fascination, is not to 
know it, and that Liza Lehmann has 
acquitted herself so creditably in her 
attempt to express in musical terms, 
even a part of the philosophy, wisdom, 
and intimate knowledge of thin hu- 
man there portrayed, is no small dem- 
onstration of her resources. A rich 
orientabecoloring pervades the work 
with its unusual intervals, its 
nances and its combinations and con- 
trasts of tones; some very lovely 
themes and others more dramatic are 
introduced and handied with fearless 
originality. The quatrains are dis- 
tributed among the solo voices, there 
is a duet for tenor and soprano that is 
full of tenderness, and to the quartette 
is intrusted the opening and closing. 
With a single hearing “In a Persian 
Garden” may be accorded especial and 
generous praise as a work of preten- 
sion. %. better acquaintance and time 
alone can tell if it is to live as a serious 
work of art.

A GUIDE TO MANILA. 


Foreigners in the Philippines. 


{Manila Times:] We have received 
from Messrs. Chore & Co., a copy of 
the “Manila Guide for Foreigners.” A 
book of this kind would in any case be 
most useful and interesting to for- 
eigners, but the numerous misprints 
and mistranslations render it addition- 
ally interesting. Anybody who finds 
the climate of the Philippines dreary 
and the life of Manila monotonous 
might take up this book and find plenty 
of amusement. Passing over the many 
misprints, among which ‘‘Toron Hall!’’ 
for Town Hall ig the most persistent, 
we find some “useful advices to for- 
eigners,”” and we reproduce the follow- 
ing among them as being about the 
choicest: 

“The climate of the Philippines being 
of a constant summer, although the 
heat is somewhat mitigated by fresh 
breeze and damp, which always pre- 
vails in the atmosphere, brought about 
by the continued water evaporation 
which are emanated from the surround- 
ing seas and from the numerous rivers, 
therefore it is very convenient to give 
some hygienic rules for the preserva- 
tion of health in this tropical country. 

“It is recommendable to get up at. 5 
or 6 o’clock in the morning, according 
to the period of the year, and take an 
early walk if weather permitting. 

"To* take a bath every day or very 
frequently, it is convenient to do so, 
upon getting up or before meals, being 
careful not to do it after meals. or 
when the stomach is stil occupied in 
the digestion; nor also when agitated, 
excited, sweating or ill, however little

gress any of these counsels is to ex- 
pose oneself to fatal results. 

“Never eat excessively, so as not to 
impair digestions, but it is necessary 
to eat whenever one feele appetite, as 
otherwise logs of blood, a sickness 80 
prevalent and typical to tropical re- 
gions is surely contracted. Take but 
little supper, to secure restful and 
sound sleep in order to preserve good 
health and be agile the next-morning. 

“Dew is very prejudicial here, and no 
one should sleep at night with open 
windows. 

“On being overperspired or wet by 
rain or any other cause it is necessary 
to change the clothes immediately and 
not to leave the. wet ones on the body, 
because this is dangerous for the 
health, 

“Alcoholic drinks or sexual pleasures 
should not be abused, as 
quences are worse here than in any 
other country of a temperate or colder 
climate. 

“It is likewise recommendable not to 
purge very frequently, for they can 
produce serious results. The best way 
is to consult a doctor when heaviness 
or uneasy bowels be felt. 

“And finally, it is*important not to 
try to get angry and to prevent violent 
emotions. To be very calm and pa- 
tient; because the evil temper has 
taken many a man to the cemetery.” 

The advice contained in the last para- 
graph is especially appropriate to for- 
eigners in the Philippines, where there 
is more to irritate people than in any 
other country we have had experi- 
ence of. 

In some notes on the electric light it 
is stated that each “subscribers is sup- 
posed to be under the compromise of 
having the materials of his installation 
in good state of cleanliness and pres- 
ervation made that they may function 
well, otherwise the company will hot 
be responsible to disperfections, which 
may occur,” and that they must “per- 
mit the inspectors to review the inter- 
nal wires and examine materials in- 
stallated, bearing the right of doing so 
by any strangers who are not author- 
ized by the company irrespective of, 
causes.”” 

The interest of the book is even sus- 
tained in the advertising section, 
where we find it stated in the adver- 
tisement of a well-known restaurant 
that dinner parties will be “promptly 
executed.” We have known cases 
where the dinner party would have 
liked to execute the cook.

City Districted for Canvassing. 
Dwellings to Be Solicited. 

The Executive Committee of the En- 
tertainment Committee of the N.E.A.

RAIN OUTLOOK. 


A Storm Now Advancing 
Southern California. 

There is something more than a pos- 
sibiity that Southern California is to 
have a rain storm. Yesterday rain fell 
well down toward Tehachapi the south- 
ern limit being the advance-guard of 
a storm which was the heaviest off the 
coast of Oregon. The indications last 
night were that a good portion of the 
storm might reach this section. The 
barometer was practically stationary 
last evening, but the win@d was from 
the south, as it had been for two days, 
and other signs were favorable for 
rain. 

Rain at this season, however, not- 
withstanding the talk of efforts to 
make it rain, would hardly be an un- 
mixed blessing, though the benefit 
would probably exceed the damage. 
The hay now down, which is consider- 
able, would probably be damaged. De- 
ciduous fruits would in some cases re- 
ceive a needed stimulus, and it is be- 
lieved that sugar beets are not gener- 
ally too far advanced to be greatly 
benefited. Citrus fruits in many dis- 
tricts would be greatly benefited 
through the increased supply of water 
for summer irrigation, and the lose of 
alfalfa now down would probably bé 
offset in most cases by the increased 
crop due to greater supply of water for 
irrigation. 

A gentle rain began to fall at about 
10 o’clock last evening, and continued 
through the night without reaching a 
heavy precipitation up to the time of 
going to press. 2

WASHINGTON OFFICIALS SHY AT 
BOUNDARY CONTROVERSY. 


Will mot Make Public at This Time 
ot the Joint Com- 
mission—Canadian Olaims Con« 
sidered Exorbitant.

WASHINGTON, “May 31.—The offl- 
clals here are unwilling to be drawn 
publicly into a controversy over the 
consideration of a boundary . question, 
even though the matter has been made 
the subject of a statement in the House 
at Ottawa, by Sir Wilfred Laurier, 
which, in the ordinary’ course, would 
relieve the department from the obli- 
gation to maintain silence. They take 
the view, however, that the pendency 
of the negotiations with Great Britain 
on this subject make it inadvisable at 
this time to make public the record of 
the proceedings of the joint commis- 
sion, 

It can be stated, however, on awu- 
thority, that there is no disposition to 
question the accuracy of the state- 
ment made by Sir Wiifred Laurier yes- 
terday as to the position respecting ar- 
bitration of the Canadians. But this 
is subject to the important qualifica- 
tion that the statement referred to a 
state of affairs existing when the com- 
mittee was in session, and at its ter- 
mination, and not later. Since then 
there have been negotiations directly 
between the British government of the 
United States, conducted of  iate 
through Mr. Choate and Lord Salis- 
bury in London, and what has taken 
place there. Sir Wilfred -Laurier’s 
statement takes no account. It is re- 
iterated in the most earnest manner 
by the officials here that in these nego- 
tlations, Canada stood in the way of 
an agreement which the British au- 
thorities, after mature consideration, 
had accepted as eminently fair and 
just.

, BANK STOCK DIMINISHING. The 

“total capital stock of the rational banks 
of the country has been diminishing 
for some time. A year ago it amounted 
to $622,000,000; today it is $607,000,000. 
High water mark, so far as capital is 
concerned, was touched in December, 
1882, when the aggregate capital was 
$689,000,000. 


COMMERCIAL. 

CHEAP TOMATOES. Eastern gro- 
cers complain that there is little de- 
mand for good tomatoes, »but that 
lower grade sell well. Eastern to- 
Matoes are packed three-pound 
cans. The jobving price of the best is 
now 80 cents per dozen, and the cheaper. 
Goods 72% to 75 cents. The difference 
is only one-half cent per can. The 
economy is all on the wart of the re- 
tailer. He seils the best grade and the 
Second grade at the same price. Of 
course on the basis of percentage 
there is some diiuerence. The better 
foods cost 6% cents per can and the 
cheaper 6 to 64, an average of one-half 
cent a can, or about one-twelfth; that 
is, 91-3 per cent. But when all is said 
there is ground to think the best goods 
would pay best in larger sales. The 
f00d grade contains no water, but the 
natural juice; the poor contains 1 pound 
of Water to the can. 


CANNED POTATOES. At Mayville, 
Mich., there is a potato canning fac- 
tory, which has a capacity of 300 bush- 
els per day. The potatoes are washed, 
then steamed, says Baltimore Trade; 
then mashed, and forced through a 
sieve, making them stringy, then dried 
and placed into square tin cans, eight 
inches each way. A can will contain 
@ haif bushel, and weights about five 
pounds. In this way 3000 bushels can be 
shipped in a freight car, while in the old 
Way a car contains about 500 bushels. 
The potatoes are not affected by heat 
or cold, and can be held from one sea- 
son to another without damage. They 
may be cooked in any style to suit the 

te. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


=.“ NO CURRENCY DISCUSSION. We 


do not believe that the business inter- 
ests of the country are anxious to have 
an extra session of Congress, says the 
American Banker, for the purpose of 
holding a debate on the currency. It 
will be time enough to accomplish 
what the caucus committee is liable to 
Suggest at the regular session. 


ANCIENT TANNING. The pro- 
cesses of tanning in use today are very 
largely the same as those employed cen- 
turies ago. Alum tanning, oil tanning 
and bark tanning were familiar meth- 
ods long before the Christian era. 
Specimens of alum-tanned leather more 
than 3000 years old have been found 
in China in good preservation. Leather 
thongs, which were originally shoe 
laces, have been found in the abodes of 
the cliff-dwellers of Arizona, and bot- 
tles referred to in the Old Testament 
were bark tanned, as it is only leather, 
which had been tanned with bark 
which will hold water. 


MUST BE STAMPED. Early in the 
enforcement of the internal revenue 
law a ruling was made that bottles of 
witchhazel and Jamaica need not be 
stamped with revenue stamps. Last 
week this ruling was reversed, says the 
Grocery, World, and it is now ordered 
that all packages of both these products. 
whether barrels, boxes, or bottles, be 
regularly stamped. This, of course, in- 
cludes stock in the _ retail grocers’ 
hands, as well as in the jobbers’ and 
_ manufacturers’. The raté is as fol- 
lows: Packages valued at 5 cents, one- 
eight-cent stamp; 10 cents, one-fourth- 


cent stamp: 15 cents, three-eighth- 
cent stamp; 20 cents, one-half-cent 
stamp; 25 cents, five-eighth-cent 
stamp. 


STANDARD OIL STOCK. Stock in 
the Standard Oil Company sells at 
nearly five hundred dollars a share: 
that is to say, it is quoted at that price, 
though the probability is that if you 
Were to go to the stock market and 
want to buy Standard Oil stock you 
wouldn’t find any of it for sale. Peo- 
ple who hold stock that is paying a divi- 
dend on five times its original cost are 
not apt to want to sell. Still the tre- 
mendous profits that the Standard Oil 
Company has made will eventually do 
it up, says the Mtrchants’ Journal. 
There is plenty of money in the world 
looking for soft snaps and a business 
that will pay an interest on five times 
the original investment is the sort that 
capital is looking for. The Standard 
Oil Company even now is having more 
or less trouble. It has a rival al- 
ready in the Pure Oil Company in 
New York. The Standard has given 
the new company lots of trouble and 
filled its road with boulders, but the 
company still holds on, and will prob- 
ably continue to hold on. The first 
move of the Standard Oil Company 
after the organization of the new com- 
pany was to make a drop in the price 
of oil from 9% cents a gallon to 5 cents. 
There was a great profit in oil at 9% 
cents, but at that time it couldn’t be 
produced at 5 cents. Nevertheless the 
Pure Oil Company has held on and is 
doing more business than ever. Other 
companies will try the same thing. 
Inside of five years Standard Oil stock 
Won't be worth 500. It will do well 
to sell at par. 


NOT OUR OFFSPRING. The opin- 
jon seems to be prevalent that. the 
people of the United States were the 
originators of industrial combinations. 
This is not the case, says the Philadel- 
phia Prices Current. This extremely 
doubtful honor belongs to England. 
The invention has been applied in Eng- 
land to almost every branch of indus- 
try. Long before the South Sea bub- 
ble such combinations enjoyed wide 
popularity. These periods of thought- 
less speculation have been quickly fol- 
lowed by the inevitable collapse. 


GRAPHITE. Not a single iron cast- 
ing is taken from its sand mold with- 
out the sand being first faced by 
graphite, says an Industrial writer. 
Not a gun projectile is cast but the 
steel is melted in a graphite crucible; 
not a tool, not a saw is made but from 
graphite crucible steel. Every pound 
of nickel, of copper, of composition 
metal, of brass, is cast in some way, 
the metal being reduced in a graphite 
crucible. Every printing-house, for 
the perfection of its electrotypes, is 
absolutely dependent on ° graphite. 
Every electrician and every depart- 

ent of electrical work comes under 
the same trilute. Graphite lubricates 
friction ways: it is notably the most 
enduring paint pigment, and the bulk 
of the writing done on the globe today 

-is done with a graphite pencil: it has 
ministered to the arts of peace and to 
the science of war. It saves labor, and 
it proves a short cut to desired results. 
In brief, not a factor which today con- 
tributes to civilization but is helped 
by graphite. It is found in great 
abundance in the Island of Ceylon, in 
the Indian Ocean, and next in quality 
at the graphite mines at Ticonderoga. 
The industry is fascinating from the 
moment the miner drives his drill, and 
all along the line of its being refined 
until both in usefulness and beauty it 
reaches perfection. The electric light 
would shine much less easily but for 
graphite, and the production of steel 
rails is equally dependent. The beauti- 
ful mineral has peculiar characteristics. 
Heat and cold and the highest and 
lowest extremes of both cannot touch 
it.

PASADENA, May 31.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A case of thieving in which a 
vote of thanks has been extended to the 
thief ig reported from the extreme east of 


the city. A donation of sausages was made * 


to a poor family out there, how poor they 
are being a matter of inference from the 
fact that they own three dogs. The sau- 
sages were gratefully received at night and 
placed on the back porch, in what was sup- 
posed to be a safe place, to be kept for 
dinner the next day.

DOLING OUT WATER. 

The wisdom of the City Fathers and peo- 
ple of Pcsacena in taking speedy measures 
to secure additional water supplies from 
permanent sources, is confirmed by the 
present experience of Sierra Madre. The 
superintendent of the waterworks of that 
suburb has issued orders limiting the use 
of water by families for domestic pur- 
oses, to one hour a day on four days in 
he week. By the schedule, Sierra Madre 
is divided into nine districts. On four de- 
signated days in the week and for one 
desighated shour on those days, the house- 
holder is permitted to draw water. For 
the other twenty-three hours of those days 
and for the other three days,of the week, 
One cannot get as much as a spoonful. 

The schedule is very elaborately and 
strictly made, so that each family shall 
know the exact four hours in every week 
when a drink or bath is available. For 
instance, ‘‘district No. 1, all north of and 
taking water from Grand View avenue and 
east of Auburn avenue, may draw water 
on Mondays, from 6 to 7 a.m.; on Tuesdays, 
from 5 to 6 p.m; on Thursdays, from 7 to 
8 a.m., and on Fridays, from 5 to 6 p.m.”’ 
Other sections are similarly limited; but 
“district No. 6a’’ is cut an hour shorter. 
That district may have water for domestic 


use, ‘“‘Mondays, from 6 to a.m.; Tues- 
days, from 6 p.m.; Thursdays, from 
3 an Fridays, from 5 to 


6 to. 6:30 p.m., 
6 


-m,”’ 

This apportionment is for indoor water. 
For sprinkling, water may be used by 
stockholders on one evening of each week. 
There are some private sources of supply 
in Sierra Madre, but people dependent on 
the Sierra Madre Water Company must 
confcrm to this schedule or pay $5 fine for 
each infringement. 


A PEELED BICYCLIST. 


Fred Searle, a Pomona boy, was rfding 
down East Colorado street this afternoon 
when a load of hay turned into the road. 
He sheered out to avoid it, and failed to 
take note of a_ ripdly-dpiven wae rig 
coming up the street, concealed by the 
big hay wagon.

CONTEST OVER WATER METERS IS 
NOT YET SETTLED. 


Board of Trustees Now Divided on 
the Proposition—Rain in the 
Santa Ana Valley—Road Race. 
Miscellaneous Notes. 


SANTA ANA, May 31. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Santa Ana is having quite a 
warm time over the proposed installation of 
water meters. Several weeks ago the Board 
of Trustees was unanimous fn the opinion 
that the city ought to install between three 
and four hundred meters, and steps were at 


-once taken looking toward ize purchase of 


the same. The City Clerk was instructed to 
gather all the information he could concern- 
ing the workings of water med¢ers, and after 
this had been done, by unanimous vote of 
the board bids were advertised for furnishing 
them. The time had about arrived for open- 
ing the bids when President Avas manifested 
a disposition to withdraw his support from 
the proposition. This has finally developed 
into straight-out opposition, and now it is 
the chairman against the remainder of the 
board, each side being supported by residents 
of the town, the whole making a contest that 
it enjoyed more by the private citizens than 
y members of the Board of City Trustees. 
The City Clerk gives figures showing that the 
city is furnishing over $350 worth of water 
per month at the rate of 10 cents per 1000 
gallons more than it is getting paid for at 
he preesnt time. At this rare the price of 
the meters would soon saved, and besides 
each resident of the city who had a meter 
would have to pay only for what he uses, and 
he would also have to pay for all that he did 
use, a condition that is not now complied 
with by many. The question is being vigor- 
ously discussed, and it will probably not be 
settled for a week.

OFFICBR STABBED IN THE HEAD 
BY A PRISONER. 


Jury Secured in the Storke Case and. 


the Examination of Witnesses 
Regun— William Wood Dead. 
Raining. 


SANTA BARBARA, May 31.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.}] Officer Peter Storni of this 
city was stabbed in the head last night by a 
railroad hand whom he had arrested and was 
taking to jail. The man bad been drinking, 
but showed no fight until put into a gurney. 
No weapons were found about his clothing, 
but suddenly he drew a dirk xnife from his 
boot and made a stab at the officer's face. 
Storni ducked, catching the knife on the top 
of his head, where the thrust cut a deep 
scalp wound. A struggie followed, in which 
the prisoner made a desperate resistance, but 
wastfina:ly overpowered. The quarters were 
£0 close that the struggle was a very danger- 
ous one. At the jail the man again showed 
fight. He gives his name es McDonald and 
says he has been working at the railroad 
camp. He claims to know nothing about last 
night’s occurrences. 

Mrs. Frances Broome was to have made her 
plea this morning to the charge of resisting 
an officer, which case has been pending 
against her since the middle of April. As on 
other occasions when her cnet came on she 
was without counsel, and asked for a delay 
of several weeks to secure one. Judge Oster, 
who is on the bench in the Yda Addis Storke 
trial, refused to grant a lengthy delay, saying 
that he would look into the matter and pro- 
ceed with it at 10 o'clock tomorrow. 

The Storke case still continues to oceupy 
all attention here, The jury panel was filled 
this morning and the defense challenged the 
panel on the ground that the Sheriff’ who 
served the jurors was biased. The Sheriff was 
examined at length, but Judge Oster would 
not allow the motion to dismiss the jurors. 
In the afternoon the District Attorney ovuyt- 
lined his case to the jury, stating the facts 
relative to the receipt of the libelous letter 
which Mrs. Storke is charged with having 
written, and saying that the prosecution 
would show through direct testimony and 
through documentary evidence that the de- 
fendant is guilty. r. Martha S. Case, to 
whom.the letter was written, was the first 
witness. She testified that she had received a 
letter during May as set out in the indict- 
ment, and that at that time she was working 
professionally with Dr. R. EF. Winchester. 
She also testified that she had received other 
letters about the same time, and that Mrs. 
Storke had come to her house to interview 
her from a ae standpoint. She said 
Mrs. Storke had en very nervous, and 
when Dr. Case mentione@ the fact that the 
names of certain men were mentioned at that 
time Mrs. Storke had asked if they were 
those of Messrs. Pierce and Vaserman, which 
are mentioned in the letter of the indictment.

He said that Mr. Norton, the com- 
pany’s engineer, had recently visited Long 
Beach, and would be here again the latter 
part of this week with a proposition to lay 
before the board. He requested that the 
board delay definite action until its next 
regular nm@eeting, next Monday. If the board 
would do that, no further delay would be 
asked. The company, meantime, was nego- 
tiating for the laying of a smaller water 
main into town under a thirty-foot head as 
a temporary matter for use until the darger 

main should be completed.

NEW°GOLD DIGGINGS, 


— 


Salorio’s Glowing Story Will Help 


the Rash Southward—Work on 
the Harbor Entrance Progress- 
ing—Cowhboy’s Ordeal. 


KAN DIEGO, May 31.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] The glowing reports brought up from 
the Sierra Pintada placers by Inspector of 
Customs Salorio of Ensenada is arousing 
some excitement here. The feeling over the 
diggings was running high and many men 
were preparing to go even before this news 
was received last night, and now the rush 
will be on. Manager Packara of the Lower 
California Development Company wired from 
Ensenada instructing his agent to have the 
steamer St. Denis call at San Roque Landing, 
and not Ascension, upon arriving off the 
placers. San Roque wiil be the landing place 
hereafter, for it is six miles nearer the camps 
than any other landing along the coast ad- 
jacent to the placers, and there is a good 
trail leading inland twenty-vne miles to the 
mines. 


A good deal of confidence is placed in Salo- 
rio’s story concerning the actual condition of 
things at Sierra Pintada. He went down 
under orders of Collector of Customs Victoria 
of Ensenada to make an official investigation 
of the diggings, and his report will be for- 
warded to the Mexican government by Col- 
lector Victoria. The Mexican government is 
very strict in such matters, and any faking 
on the part of an official would lead to se- 
vere punishment. It is quite likely that In- 
spector Salorio tells a straight story. He is, 
moreover, a highly-respected young official at 
Ensenada, and at that place his story is 
taken without a shadow of doubt. 

The Chamber of Commerce, through failure 
of the government to appropriate money for 
deepening the harbor entrance at San Diego, 
recently took the matter in hand and raised 
$1000 by — subscription to experiment by 
means of forcing a jet of water from a pump 
directly upon the bar, moving the same as 
soundings indicated high places. When the 
work was commenced three weeks ago, there 
was only twenty-one feet of water on the 
bar at low tide. This morning officers of the 
Chamber of Commerce chartered a tug and 
with a party visited the work under way,.in 
charge of Capt. Polhamus, who took sound- 
ings in their presence showing remarkable 
results. He has by this method deepened the 
water to twenty-five feet at low@ide, and in 
many places where twenty-one feet is marked 
on the chart twenty-four and twenty-four and 
one-half feet were found. The government 
will be urged to continue the good work until 
twenty-eight or thirty feet depth is secured, 
as the cost of this method is comparatively

The litigation over water rights for the } 


past few years impoverished the people, and 
this well is the result of desperate déter- 
mination not to be driven from their homes. 
The well is down 473 feet, being an open- 
boxed well for 100 feet, thew a twelye-inch 
steel tube for 200 feet and then a ten-inch 
tube to the bottom. It is 104 feet to .water, 
and a pump lifts fifty inches per hour to the 
surface, where it is C@ught and forced up- 
ward and forward for two miles with a 
raise of 130 feet, to the sand-box distribut- 
ing station, by a Westinghouse motor and 


pump, whence it flows to the ‘Several or- 
chards. 

By contract with the San Gabriel com- 
pany the well is allowed one and a haift 
houra’ power for each 100 inches of water 
at the great intake in the cafion, up to 
1200 inches. As there are now 600 inches 


at the intake, the well here is pumped for 
some nine hours each day. The water 
cost each user 50 cents per hour in his turn, 
and if he wishes more than his allotment 
he pays $1.50 per hour for thé fifty inches. 
Already some improvement is visible in the 
surrounding country, and many homes and 
hearts are glad at this successful issue of 
their labors.
